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ENGULFED IN 


FALL OF A ROW OF UNSTABLE 
UNFINISHED BUILDINGS. 
INSECURE FOUNDATIONS CAUSING THE IN- 
JURY OF 13 MEN, AND NEARLY AS 

MANY MORE PROBABLY IN THE RUINS, 

Carpenters, roofers, stair builders, and 
plumbers were putting the finishing touches to 
a block of eight five-story brick houses on the 
south side of Sixty-second-street, between Tenth 
and Eleventh avenues, at 3 o'clock yesterday 
afternoon. The structure had previously shown 
signs of weakness, and a large number of labor- 
ers had quit work upon it because they re- 
garded it as in danger of falling. 

About 3:15 o’clock there was a sweeping crash, 
a rattling of brick, anda tearing of timbers. A 
thick cloud of white and brown dust arose and 
completely filled an area of several hundred feet. 
The eight houses lay in ruins, and in the entire 
Mass not a vestige of a wali was standing. 

The dust which enveloped the collapsed build- 
ings was at first so dense that several minutes 
elapsed before a view could be obtained of the 
misehief that had been done. The locality in 
which the disaster occurred is but sparsely popu- 
lated and there were apparently few persons 
near by at the time outside of the unlucky 
buildings. Two or three men heard the 
crash and hastened toward the spot. They sub- 
sequently declared that before the dust cloud 
broke they heard shrieks and moans, and, as the 
atmusphere became clearer, they saw human 
forms scrambling away from the ruins. All was 
confusion, and no definite statement could be 
obtained regarding the number of persons who 
escaped from the tumbling masonry and timbers. 

The collapse of the ‘structure was witnessed 
by a police officer, who gave an alarm which 
brought large numbers of firemen and policemen 
speedily to the spot. Calls were also sent to vari- 
ous hospitals, and within three or four minutes 
from the time the buildings fell ambulances and 
doctors were on their way to afford such aid and 
relief as might be required of them. At 


first it was thought that there was fire 
in the ruins, but as soon as the firemen succeeded 
in penetrating the aimost unbreathable atmos- 
phere surrounding the débris,-they found that 
the white tinge of the dust-cloud was caused by 
the shell lime used in mixing the stuff that had 
been used for mortar. The cloud slowly dis- 
solved, and revealed a long low ridge of bricks 
and splintered timbers, with here and there a 
human head, an arm, or a leg protruding. 
Groans and cries for help filied the air, and 
scores of firemen, policemen, and citizens set to 
work liberating the men who were uppermost 
in the ruins and in plain view. Some of the 
inen taken out were not seriously hurt, and they 
either limped away alone or were taken away by 
their friends. As soon as there was a sufficient 
force of police on the ground the work of relief 
was confined to members of the Fire and Police 





Departments. It was then that a systematic at- 
tempt was made to find out what had actually 
ocvurred, 


The first information given to the police was 
that the eicht five-story buildings were being 
built for Gotthoid Haug by Charles A. Budden- 
siek, a contractor, who standsin ill-favor with 
the Bureau of Building. It was believed that 
not more than 35 persons were in the structure 
when it fell. There had been about 100 laborers 
employed on the buildings up to yesterday, 
but buiging walls and signs of weakness 
in some parts of the foundation made nec- 
essary a partial cessation of work in 
order that attempts might be made to 
repair the weak spots. Some of the men 
who had been working on the buildings said 
that their dangerous condition had been known 


for some time. Mr. Buddensiek was in- 
quired for. but he did not réspond to 
‘the inquiries. Somebody informed a_ po- 


liceman that Contractor Buddensiek had gone 
away from the locality in acarriage just after 
the disaster. ’ 

Persons whe claimed to have seen the buiid- 


ings fall declared that the house’ nearest 
to Tenth-avenue collapsed first. It sank, 
they say, toward Tenth-ayenue, and was 


immediately followed by the three build- 
ings nearest to it. It appeared as if the four 
buildings on the other end of the block would 
stand, but in. a second or: two they also 
feil,. taking the same direction. as the 
four that had fallen first. The- grade 
pf Sixty-second-street from Tenth-avenue 
to the North River is on an incline of about 

degrees. It was noted as a curious fact that the 
buildings should have fallen’ toward Tenth- 
avenue instead of toward the river. Each 
house was 25 feet front and 8 feet deep. 
Fiat. slanting roofs had been put on allof the 
houses, and a small force of tinners were at 
work nailing on tin plates when the disaster 
occurred. Bits of tinned roof were picked up 
in Tenth-avenue and 1n Sixty-second-street after 
the collapse. ' 

Many persons heard the crash and saw the 
dust cloud rise from the rear windows of the 
houses on the north side of Sixty-first-street, and 
they rushed pell-mell, some hatigss, bonnetiess, 
and coatiess, around into Sixty-second-street. 
In five minutes after the fall of the structure 
several hundred men, women, and children were 
standing ankie deep ion the mud in Sixty-second- 
street gaping at the ruins. Very little of the 
débris had fallen into the street. The mass of 
ruins was remarkably compact. 

There was naturally great eagerness to ascer- 
tain whetherany persons had been kifled. The 
dust-bezgrimed workmen who were able to 
make their way out of the ruins were 
intercepted and questioned. but most’ of 
them were speechiess from fright, and 
those that were able to talk -were unable 
to give any definite idea of the number of men 
in the structure just prior to the collapse. Some 
said that there were 40. others said that there 
were 50, and one or two stoutly maintained that 
there were no jess than 70 versons in the build- 
ings when they fell. One of the first things 
observed by the rescuing party was the extraor- 
dinary cleanliness of the bricks. There was 
scarcely a vestige of mortar on any of 
the bricks which had formed the _ walis 
of the eight houses. An old .mason picked 
up several of the bricks, and, brushing 
them clean with his sleeve, declared that no lime 
mortar had been used in constructing the build- 
ing. The mortar, he said, had n made of the 
brown clay loam excavated from the cellars un- 
der the structure, mixed with a little shell lime. 


LOOKING FOR THE INJURED. 

Officers George Malone and John G. 
Strang, of the Twenty-second Precinct, were 
on post in the neighborhood, and they did not 
know of the accident until they were hunted 
up, es they would not be requirea to 
pay great attention to Sixty-second-street 
at this point, because it is unpaved 
and uninhabited. They immediately sent 
out a fire alarm, and Chiefs of Battalion Reeves 
and Campbell, when they arrived,sent out the 
general ambulance signal, which cails for all the 
available ambulances in the city. Tweive re- 
sponded within balt an hour. 

Meanwhile little organized effort had been 
ma:e to extricate those who might be in the 
ruins. Father Brady, ot the Church of the Paul- 
ist Fathers, who was on a parochial visit in West 
Sixty-first-street, behind the falien buildings, 
mounting the ruins, calied on men who 
were standing gazing stolidly at them 
to act, and set an example by tearing 
away some of the flimsy timbers near him. The 
arrival! of the members of the Fire Department, 
however, made each individual effort unneces- 
sary. Learning hastily that the probabilities 
were that any who might have been caught 
were in the buildings in the centre, they 
set to work to clear the ruins there, and 
Bent out calls for more hook .and ladder com- 
panies, whose members promptly set to work 
witbout regard to their uniforms, which were 
speedily whitened or begrimed. Every depart- 
ment in the city knew that a serious accident - 
had occurred when the general ambulance sig- 
nal was struck, and every official of note start- 
ea for the piace indicated by it. Amon 
those who came were Commissioner Thomas 8, 
Brennan. of the Department of Charities and 
Correction, Fire Commissioners Van Cott and 
Purroy, with Inspector D’Oench of the Bureau 
of Buildings, Inspector George W. Dilks, and 
Capt. Killilea. Inspector Dilks ordered 
Capt. Kiililea’s reserves to the spot at once, 
and by telegraph summoned the reserves from 
the Ninth, Sixteenth, Twentieth, and Thirty- 
first Precincts, so that half an hour after the ac- 
cident Sixty-second-street was cleared, and 
cordons ot officers at Tenth and Eleventh ay- 
enues prevented any one not provided with a 
proper badge from passing. 

No record was kept of the succession in which 
jiinjured men, who were neur tue top of the 
wreck, were found. Two-thirds of them were so 
far from being buried in the rubbizch that in 
mauy instances they struggied unaided to the 
miry street. Others required merely @ heipiag 
hand out of the débris, and in only forr in- 
stances bad obstaeles to be removed to extricate 
them. Of the injured only five went to remain 
aS patients of the Roosevelt Hospital, 

ohn McAnierny, a roofer, 44 years old. wes 
the most badly burt of these. Wis thigh woz 
broken, and he was suffering from internal ir- 
juries to such an extent that his life was de- 
of. He was on the aot yo the Lou we 

tng collapsed. Thomas King, also a roofer, 
oe quite seriously hurt in the back. His 
was burned with the solder from his littie 


















West Twenty-eighth-street, were also brought 
to the hospital soon after the accident, the 
former injured in the back and the latter in- 
ternally. 

Systematic work in removing the mass of 
débris was not begun until about 8 o'clock. A 
short time before that hour a contingent of 80 
Itulians from Commissioner Coleman's Street 
Cleaning Department were set at work. Later, 
Commissioners Van Cott and* Purroy, on their 
own responsibility, hired 100 men to aid in the 
efforts at rescue. Coroner Martin and his 
deputy. Dr. Jenkins, were at the ruins, and the 
Coroner formally assumed charge of the cases of 
any who might be killed by the accident. 
Two calcium lights, which flickered and only 
senta spiteful glare over the ruins, had been 
used up to this time. They were placed on the 
top of the pile, so as to send what little light 
they gave down in the hole where the 
men were throwing up the ruins. Final- 
ly bonfires were started with the light 
wood, which sent a bright glare over the 
scene and made it a strange one. Suddenly, as 
they flashed up, the faces of the crowd that 
lined the ruins of the buildings shone forth 
with a curious pale, livid light. Hundreds of 
eyes, extending far back in the black mass that 
surged behind the police lines, looked 
eageriy forward at the men work- 
ing like bees in dragging the lumber 
away and piling it up at one side. The 
men had ail left their tools behind, according to 
the orders given them, and all pulled with their 
hands. At this time the men wore working with 
special energy on the second house from ‘the 
Eleventh-avenue side. A groan had been heard 
coming from the next house, Battalion Chief 
Reeves und Mr. Green, of the Street Cleaning 
Department, were directing the work. 

At 9 o’clock Chief McCabe, of the Fire Depart- 
ment, while groping under the timbersin the 
ceilar of the second house from Eleventhb-ave- 
nue, heard a groan from beneath a heavy plank 
on his left. oking closely he saw the arm of 
a man projecting from beneath. Calling several 
workmen he put them to work excavating the 
poor fellow, whose moans were piteous. Tak- 
ing off timber by timber his nead was at 
length uncovered and the man stoppea his 
groaning. It took nearly an hour to remove 
the mass which buried him. A heavy 2-inch 
lank, a foot wide, pressed him across the 
he chest. From his position, when found, he 
bad evidently been working on the third 
floor. He was too weak, when taken to the 
ambulance, to more than gasp his name, which 
he gave as Louis Walters.a framer, and his 
home as No. 85 Ridge-street. His injuries are 
severe, and worse than any sustained by the men 
previously taken out. he compression over 
his chest is painful, and hissides are bruised. 
His bead is also cut. 

During the earlier part of the*evening Robert 
Wetson came renning up to the ruins and, 
with tears rupning down his cheeks, cried out 


that his brother, James Watson, of No. 147 
Tenth-avenue, was missing, and he had 
been at work in the buildings. Robert 
was almost frantic at not finding 


his brother among the crowd that intently 
watched the Italians —t away the broken 
sticks and bricks. Jumping in among the work- 
ingmen he began to pull away at the timber un- 
til, glancing at the huge mass of stuff before 
him, he stopped and fora time quietly looked on. 
Mrs. Patrick Ryan called at the hospital about 
8 P. M. and inquired for her husband, who, she 
said, had been doing plumbing work in the 
building and had not returned to his home since 
the fail. Nothing has yet been heard by the 
authorities of the man. 

Several persons who fell with the buildings or 
were near them and knocked down, went 
away without giving their names. Among 
them were two roofers, brothers. One had 
just gone down stairs for a_ pail of 
water and was knocked down and 
partly stunned, but not severely injured. 
The other’s escape was miraculous. He was 
on: the roof of the fifth building from 
Tenth-avenue, and went down with it. The 


fall was momentarily checked when the 
roof was 25 feet from the ground, 


and the man saw a heap of sand, determined to 
wea g into it, and did so in a second. He was not 
urt in the slightest, and finding his brother led 
him aside, and, as soon as he recovered, took 
him away. 
Inspector Diiks, early in the afternoon, ordered 
the arrest of Franck, the sub-contracting brick- 
layer, and the detention of Charles Schweger, a 


bricklayer, of No. 439 West Fifty-second- 
street. At the West Forty-seventh-street 
station house Schweger told his story, 


in the presence of Franck, who did not. contra- 
dict him in any important particular. He 
worked on the house that fell in December, and 
Was, employed and ‘“bossed” by Franck. He 
saw enough to warrant him in asserting that 
not only were the materials bad, but the buiid- 
ings were “run up” without regard for any- 
thing but economy and dispatch, The beams 
were so put in that they in some places rested 
only a quarter of an inch on the recesses in 
the bricks. The frost got in everywhere and the 
foundations froze and thuwed, and froze and 
thawed until the rainstorm of January, when 
the rear walls bulged a footand a half. They 
were then up tothe fourth story in some parts 
and up to the third story in others. They were 
bra and shored up and otherwise tinkered, 
and Schweger became disgusted with the job 
and went away. 

When Schweger had finished bis story, Franck, 
who isashabbily dressed little man, was ques- 
tioned. He had nothing to say at first, but 
pe, lost his reticence and was at last 
rutally frank. He was engaged as “ boss’ 
bricklayer by Buddensiek and occupied a po- 
sition little better than that of a Superip- 
tendent, as Buddensiek furnished the bricks 
f&nd the materials for mortar, as he fur- 
nished materials to his other subcontract- 
ors. The materials were not of the best. 
Franck qualified this statement by saying that 
if he were putting up a house for himself, or on 
a contract of bisown, he would not use such 


material. Yesterday the buildings were 
known.to be unsafe. The foundations had 
thawed out, and had “given” in many 
Piaces. Franck expected the _ buildings 


would fall, but he did as directed by Buddensiek 
and attempted to shore up in the basements so as 
to build up the foundations. “The buildings 
were so far unsafe that we tried to save them. 
We tried to save all that we could.” 








THE INJURED AND MISSING. 
Attempts were made by President Van 
Cott to ascertain how many men were employed 
on the buildings and how many were buried 
under the ruins. To this end he directed officers 
of the Fire Department to ascertain the number 
of workmen employed by each subcontractor 
and received the following estimate: 

In excavations by John James McAnirny and An- 
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Estimating the 50 men who left work and 12 to 
15 men who escaped uninjured and 13 men in- 
jured and accounted for by going home or to the 
Roosevelt Hospital would leave from 10 to 13° 
unaccounted for. It was impossible to get a list 
of the unknown, but Mr. Van Cott said he was 
confident that of the men unaccounted for sev- 
eral were not in tbe building at the time or 
slipped away after the accident and when the 
crowd began to gather, so that he was confident 
that not more than three or four men were 
under the ruins. 
falbe subcontractor, Franck, said that he 
thought there were not more than 25 workmen 
in ail, in all the. buildinzs, when they fell, but 
there might have been 30 ora few more. There 
were four or five framers with half a dozen 
Italians in the cellar, shoring up the walls. The 
rest were lathers, plumbers, gas fitters, and 
roofers. At the time of the accident there was 
about one-third of the men that should have 
been at work. The other subcontractors were: 
Augustus Mueller, framer; James O’Reilly, 
mason; John Gledon, carpenter; —— Hagan, 
rooter;Huzh McQuade, plumber.

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CONSTRUCTING THE BUILDINGS. 

Gotthold Haug, of No. 1,766 Third- 
avenue, filed in the Bureau of Inspection of 
Buildings, on Nev. 26, 1884, plans and specifica- 
tions for % five-story brick buildings, each to 
accommodate 10 families, to be erected on the 
south side of *ixty-second-street, from 100 feet 
east of Eleventih-avenue to 100 feet west of 
Tenth-aveuus. Each lot was described as 100 by 
25 feet, and each building was tu cover 83 by 25 
feet. The roofs were to be flat, and the cost was 
“estimated” at $18,000 foreach building. It was 
apecitied in the age that the materials for the 
walls were to of the best hard brick set in

80 rock an conatructed in accordance 
witrlaw. The architect named was G. W. Spit- 
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zer, of No. 338 East Eighty-sixth-street. Both 
of these men are spoken of as on more than 
friendly. terms with the building speculator, 
Charies A. Buddensiek, who for many years past 
has been at odds with the Health Department 
and the Bureau of Inspection of Buildings be- 
cause of alleged evasions of the law. Buddensiek 
took entire charge of the construction of Haug’s 
buildings, which were to be built behind houses 
in West Sixty-first-street which’ Buddensiek 
had constructed. Buddensiek enwaged sub- 
contractors of every sort. They were 
reail only foremen of the work. 
Buddensiek himself provided materials for 
bricklayers, masons, carpenters, lathers, stair 
builders, plumbers, roofers, &c. The site of the 

roposed some, was on an incline as sharp as 
Be deqross from Tenth to Eleventh avenue, on 
ground that had beena shanty settlement. It 
was originally covered with rocks which had 
been blasted down for the foundations of the 
proposed buildings, so that there was excellent 
foundation for the majority of the 24 buildings, 
the bad ground being toward Eleventh-avenue, 
where as yet no attempt has been made to build. 
On the north side of Sixty-second-street, oppo- 
site the place indicated in the plans, is ground 
not yet built on, and the street itself is as yet 
unpaved. 

The plans were approved early in December, 

and work on eight of the twenty-four houses 
was begun at once. The foundations were inad- 
equate to support the houses, and they were 
neglected and unprotected in the course of the 
work, so that the severe frosts got to their core. 
The mortar was loam, or poor sand at the best, 
and inferior lime,and the walls were so ill- 
constructed and the beams cut so carelessly that 
the recesses for the ends of the beams were 
not according to plan, or the beams were 
not cutto the required length, so that it was 
a joke among the workmen that it would 
not do for very stout people to occupy floors 
when the ends of the beams were only half an 
inch or so in the recesses, while they should 
have been at least four inches in them. In 
January the buildings were up to the third and 
fourth stories. The walls bulged on the rear and 
were manifestly unsafe. There is no explana- 
tion of why they were allowed to be patched up, 
instead of being taken down. The officers ot 
the Bureau of Inspection of Buildings say that 
no complaint of the condition of the buildings 
at that time was received. - 
The construction, however, went on. It is ap- 
parent that several days ago Buddensiek or the 
sub-contracting bricklayer, Charles Franck, of 
No. 1,445 Second-avenue, knew that the build- 
ings were so unsafe that they should be 
taken down. Franck admits that when Italian 
laborers who were employed to ciean out the 
cellars exposed the foundations thoroughly it 
was seen that the trost had worked out of 
them, and that they haa given way and 
were still giving. Yesterday an attempt was 
made to remedy matters by propping up the 
bases of the houses with beams and screw- 
jacks, so as to rebuild the foundations in mauy 
parts, but of this Inspector D’Oench and the 
Fire Commissioners knew nothing. So risky was 
the operation that about 50 framers and other 
workmen were given the excuse that there was 
no material for them to work with, and they 
were laid off. About 35 men, carpenters, stair 
builders, roofers, Italian excavators, and plumb- 
ers continued to work in the buildings, and they 
had not a word of warning before the disaster 
occurred. Buddensiek and Franck were around, 
and Augustus Mueller, the sub-contracting 
framer, was, with several men, trying to shove 
up the foundation in the cellars of the three 
buildings nearest ''enth-avenue at the time. 


Mr. Buddensiek was not at his home, at No, 
242 East Seventy-seventh-street, !ast evening, and 
his statement of the causes of the accident was 
iven to a TIMES reporter by his bookkeeper, 
eorge W. Spitzer. The lots belonged to Gott- 
hold Haug, he said, and Mr. Buddensiek con- 
tracted to build the houses on them. The brick 
mason work was done by Charles Franck and 
the stone mason work by James O'Reilly. In 
January some houses that were building in Lex- 
ington-avenue fell down. It wos ascertained 
that wuter had gathered in the cellar and had 
washed.down the foundations. Mr. Buddensiek 
learned a lesson from this, said his book- 
keeper, and made arrangements to lead the 
water out from under his buildings, as there is 
no sewer in the street. An application fora 
sewer was made six months ago to the Depart- 
ment of Public Works. In Mr. Spitzer's opinion 
the ice that was frozen in the cellar thawed and 
the water under the foundations washed them 
out. Mr. Buddensiek and Mr. Spitzer were both 
in the buildings just before they fell. Mr. 
Spitzer said that the Building Inspector, whom 
he characterized as a very careful man, was 
around on Saturday and madewan exam- 
ination of the buildings. In January he found 
that the rear of one of the houses. bulged 
out, and Mr. Buddensiek tore down the ‘rear 
walls, one story each, of six houses. This was 
caused by the frost. An easterly wall also bulged 
out and was pulled down. A. * violation’? was 
ut on the southerly wall and that, one story 
bixh, was taken down. As to-clay being used 
instead of mortar Mr. Spitzer pronounced it 
ridiculous. He believed that the foundations 
were flooded away, and this theory was borne 
out by the fact that the whole roof came down 
fiat with men on top of it. If the walls had 
given away they would have fallen out and 
back. The damave would be at least $75,000, 
Mr. Spitzer observed,:however, that the mone 
could be replaced, and he and Mr. Buddensie 
congratulated themse!ves on the fact, as they 
believed, that no lives were lost. He had asked 
each contractor whether he had accounted for 
all his men, and had received an aitirmative an- 
swer. Yesterday there was no material inside, 
so that the men could not go to work. There 
were probably about 15 men in .the! buildings: at 
the time of the accident, whereas, if the buildings 
had fallen a week ago, when the lathers were at 
work, there might have peen 50 menthere. Mr, 
Spitzer said this was the first accident that had 
ever bappened in a building of Mr, Buddensiek’s. 
He was not superstitious as to the number 13, 
but yesterday wus the 13th of April, and besides 
etting out of the buildings before they fell Mr. 
Spitzer said that he was also on board of the 
train just ahead of the one that was run into 
yesterday morning on the elevated road, and he 
was satisfied with his narrow escapes for the day. 
The examiner of the district in which the col- 
lapsed buildings were situated is Robert V.- 
Mackey, one of the oldest men in the service 
of the depa:tment. He has been in charge 
of the district, which extends from Fifty- 
ninth to Ejighty-second streets and trom 
Eighth-avenue to the North River, 
an exceedingly large extent of territory, since 
Jan. 5. His predecessor in charge of the district 
was Theodore Daiey, and before Daley Ex- 
aminer Cuff was responsible for the district. 
“When I took charge of the district 
the buiidings were up to _ the fourth 
story. On Jan. 19 I reported to Inspector Ester- 
brook that the rear walls: aud the easterly 





gabies of the buildings were ‘bulged and 
in an unsafe condition. I recommended 
that the rear wails and gables be 


taken down and rebuilt according to law, 
and also that spur braces be putin the easterly 
gables to strengthen them and prevent accident 
while the rear walls ‘were ‘being torn 
down and rebuilt. An order. was made 
to carry out the recommendations made 
by me, and the rear walls were taken down. and 
rebuilt, and six spur braces were put in until 
the gables could taken down. When the rear 
walls were rebuilt Iso reported to the bureau. 

“*T was in the habit of inspecting the buildings 
freauentiy, almost. every day, while going 
through the district. I never saw any violation 
ot the law during my visits to the buildings. 
Of course 1 could pot tell what was 
done when my back was turned. There ap- 
peared to be good materials used, plenty of ce- 
ment, and good mortar while I was present. I 
noticed large quantities of loam about the build- 
ing, and asked the workmen what that. was 
used for, and they told me it was intended 
tor filling up the cellars of the houses erecting 
on Sixty-first-street. I visited the building at 
noon to-day and noticed nothing wrong about 
the structures. The easterly gables were still 
bulged out, but the spur braces held them in 
place. 

*T cannot tell definitely what caused the acci- 
dent, and until the rubbish which now covers 
the site is removed and the foundations got 


at it cannot be discovered. It is prob- 
able that water running down the 
steep hill on which  the_ buildings were 


erected settled under the foundations and sapped 
them. The biasting which is going on almost 
continuously in the neighborhood may have 
also contributed to the disaster by shaking the 
earth on which the foundations rested. Most o 
the work on the toundetionus and on the walls o 
the buildings was done during the extreme .co!d 
weather of the Winter, when the frost affects 
the mortar and destroys its adhesive qualities. 
The foundations were all completed before 1 
took charge of the district.’ 

The name of Gotthold Haug was given at the 
Bureau of Buildings as the proprietor of the 
five buildings, and was so entered on the books, 
and the name of George W. Spitzer as the 
architect. After TH TIMEs’s reporter had seen 
Mr. Spitzer the latter remarked that.Mr. Haug 
might possibly have something to say.

“TI could not tell; he knows Mr, Spitzer, and 
he was very sorry when be heard that tho build: 
ings had fallen.” 

Vhen Mr, Hauge returned he was amazed to 
bear that he was registered as proprietor. He 
never owned a house in his life. He is janitor of 
the place where he lives. He bas known Bud- 
densiek for six months. He wasnever employed 
by him and never accompanied ¢ither Budden- 
siek or Spitzer to the Buildings Bureau. He 
knows very little, he says, about either, and

THE RUSSIANS ADVANCING THEIR 
LINES IN AFGHANISTAN. 
REPORTS THAT THEY HAVE REACHED 
MARUCHAK—ENGLAND STILL HESITAT- 
ING TO DECLARE WAR, 

Lonpoy, April 13.—The Government has 
received a telegram from the English agent at 
Meshed stating that it is rumored among the 
Afghans that the Russians are at Maruchak. 
News has been received from Askabad, via 
Teheran, to the effect that Russian troops to the 
number of 45,000 were on the march to Saraks. 
The first contingent, which was 12,000 strong in 
cavalry, was timed to reach Saraks some time 
during the: first week in April. Troops were 
massing rapidly from all the stations in Dagh- 
istan at Baxu., Ten thousand passed through 
Tiflis during the last. fortnight in March. The 
Government has received official dispatches con- 
firming the reports of a Russian advance in 
force. 

The Cabinet was in session until alate hour 
this afternoon. Nothing has been learned as to 
the result of the deliberations, but immediately 
after the meeting closed a long dispatch was 
telegraphed to Sir Edward Thornton, British 
Minister at St. Petersburg. It is stated on au- 
thority that the Government has received new 
and full information confirming tne re- 
ports that Russian troops are still being 
pushed forward into the disputed  terri- 
tory at various points, and especially along 
the Murghab River, and it is believed that 
the telegram to Sir Edward Thornton 
contains a demand for an explanation of this 
fact from Russia. Earl Granville, immediately 
after the adjournment of the Cabinet meeting, 
had interviews with Fehmi Pasha, Special En- 
voy trom Turkey, and Count Karolyi, the Aus- 
trian Ambassador, Fehmi Pasha said the Porte 


was unwilli to enter into an active alliance 
with either England or Russia. It is reported 
that Earl Granville protested against the 
adoption of a neutral policy, implying the 
closing of the Bosphorus to English men-of-war. 
Sir Peter Lumsden has occupied a strong 
position at Tirpul. He is believed now to be 
able to prevent the Russians from peeeceesing a 
coup de main in the direction of Herat. In- 
structions have been telegraphed to Sir Peter to 
transmit to London as quickly as possible his 
report and that of Capt. Yates of the conflict 
on the Kushk River. en. Komaroff’s explana- 
tion is regarded as inadequate in official circles, 
Mr. Gladstone, in the House of Commons this 
afternoon, stated that the Government, upon 
the receipt from Russia of Gen. Komaroff's ex- 
planation of the Penjdeh incident, had tele- 
graphed to Sir Peter Lumsden for information 
as to the correctness of the Russian command- 
er's justification of bis conduct in attacking the 
Afghans. Mr. Gladstone also announced that 
the Government had received a fuli report of 
the communications which had passed between 
tbe Earl of Dufferin, Viceroy of India, and Ab- 
durrahbman Khan, tbe Ameer of Afghanistan, in 
the councils recently held between them at 
Rawalpindi. These communications, the Pre- 
mier added, were entirely satisfactory to the Gov- 
ernment. Explaining the delay of the Govern- 
ment in reaching a final decision, Mr. Gladstone 
said that the reports of the Russian officers who 
took part iu the Penjdech battle and those of the 
English officers who witnessed the engagement, 
differed so materiallye in substance and effect 
that the Goverment felt obliged to make an in- 
dependent inquiry. This was proceeding now, 
and the Government was doing everying in their 
power toward ascertaining the facts. Mr. Glad- 
stone also stated that Gen. Komaroff’s report of 
the recent battle had been telegraphed to Sir 
Peter Lumsden, but no reply had as yet been re- 
ceived trom the British Commissioner. Russia 
haa, the Premier admitted, failed to answer the 
material parts of England's communication sent 
- the day of the receipt of the news of the bat- 
tle. 
Mr. Ellis Ashmead-Bartlett, Conservative, 
asked if the Government had been informed that 
fa Russians had advanced to the. Murghab 
iver. 
Mr. Gladstone replied that the Government 
had not received any information of the exact 
character of that mentioned by Mr. Bartlett. 
The Government was awate, however, that a 
rumor existed to the effect that the Russians haa 
made such an advance. In response to other in- 
quiries Mr. Gladstone said he expected soon to 
receive further communications about Gen. 
Komaroff’s action from M. de Giers, the Russian 
Yoreigu Minister. 
The Marquis of Hartineton.'Secretary for War, 
in moving a reply to the Queen's message sum- 
moning the reserves, stated that he was unable 
at present to speak concerning the military 
measures under consideration by the Govern- 
ment, because recent events had modified the 
views of the Indian Government concerning the 
number of reinforcements required. He hoped 
to submit to the Commons a vote of credit next 
Monday, when perhaps more might be said. Sir 
Stafford Northcote gave notice that his party 
would not oppose the vote of credit, 
The House after rejecting by a vote of 148 to 
89 the amendment offered by Mr. Henry Labou- 
chere that England at once evacuate the Soudan, 
agreed to the reply to the Queen's message , cail- 
ing out the reserves. 
The Marquis of Salisbury, in the House of 
Lords this evening, asked the Government if 
they had learned of the report that there was 
another engagement between the Russians and 
the Afghans on the Afghan frontier yesterday, 
and if the Government knew whether the report 
was true or not. Earl Granville, Foreign Minis- 
ter, answered that the Government had nothing 
to add to the official. statements mado by Mr. 
Giadstone in the House of Commons. 

Major Nicholson and Capt. Day, of the Royal 
Engineers, have left Rawalpindi for Herat, ac- 
companied by a picked body of non-commis- 
sioned officers and men. Itis understood that 
they are sent by request of the Ameer to assist 
the Afzhans in completing the fortifications of 
that place. A large quantity of stores, with 
material for constructing telegraph tines, are 
being forwarded to Herat. Major Nicholson and 
Capt. Day had several interviews at Rawalpindi 
with Lord Dufferin and the Ameer, and are the 
bearers of letters from the Ameer to his officers 
at the front. Quantities of breech-loading rifies 
are on the way to Herat and Gurlin, under 
the escort of British and nativé Indians, accom- 
panied by Atghan ofiicers dispatched by the 
Ameer. The Afghan troops, which may be 
placed under Sir Peter Lumsden’s command, 
wili be furnished with these weapons and 
trained in their use by the officers who are con- 
veying them. The reinforcements which were 
sent to Sir Peter Lumsden, and which it is sup- 
posed have now reached him, wili bring his 
force up to 6,000 men. 

In connection with the fact that orders were 
telegraphed to the British naval authorities in 
Egypt to-day to closely watch the two Russian 
ships now ip the Suez Canal, it is learned that 
the British naval force ayailable for blocking 
both ends of the canal in case of trouble consists 
of three first class ironclads, three vessels of the 
cruiser class, and seven cunboats, torpedo boats, 
and dispatch boats. Opposite the Mediterranean 
mouth of the canal, at the island of Cyprus, 
there is an unprecedented accumulation of 
naval and military stores, and surveys have 
been completed for works destined to transform 
the island into an important naval stronghold, 
completing the chain of British fortresses be- 
tween England and the Turkish coast of Asia, 
and practically commanding the entrance to the 
Dardanelles. The troops now holding Cyprus 
will be reinforced until further orders by one 
battalion of infuntry, one battery of heavy guns, 
and three torpedo launches. Preparations for 
the embarkation of these reinforcements have 
been ordered at Aldershot and Woolwich. 

The Lords of the Admiralty have decided 
finally on the armaments of each of the fast 
cruisers which are being prepared for active 
service. All of the fast American liners taken 
by the Government are to be converted into 
cruisers, but they are, in addition, to be fittea 
with transport accommodations, Vessels of the 
Oregon, America, Arizona, Alaska, and 
Etruria classes will each receive six 10- 
inch breech-loading rifled guns, three ma- 
chine guns, (Gardener or Nordenfeldt,) and 
a torpedo ani electrical equipment. in 
addit:on to the ordinary crews of transports 
at full war strength, ships of this class will carry 
gunners’ crews pumbering 250 men each anda 
torpedo crew specially instructed. Cruisers of 
the eeonee class are to carry four 10-inch guns 
each.

' For a long time Wilson's sudden acquisition of 
wealth caused great speculation, and the story 
of his exploits was detailed at length in THE 
Timks in August, 1882. It was said that he had 
but a short time before this been a spinner ina 
mill, and then a hostler. Tothe surprise of his 
friends he began to receive checks each month 
for $10,000 at a time, which were claimed to come 


from Mr. Moen. His possessions soon accumu- 
lated to about $500,000. He owned $20,000 
worth of diamonds and gave = suppers 


which cost $50 a plate. When under arrest Wil- 
son was urged by newspaper men to disclose ‘his 
secret, but he declined. One assertion in ex- 
planation of the mystery was that while a poor 
spinner he started to walk from North Uxbridge 
to Worcester, and on the way discovereda hut 
in which was a sick man who was Moen’s son, 
and that Wilson was given a piece of twisted 
wire by this erson, whic he took to 
Worcester and delivered to Washburn & Moen, 
who made a tortune out of the device under the 
name of barbed wire; also that Wilson went to 
Europe with the young man, who was said to be 
a fugitive from justice. Neither Wilson nor 
Washburn & Moen would deny or admit the 
truth of this or any other statement con- 
cerning their business relations. The story 
that Wilson had wealth galore was proved 
by the fact that he gave a trust deed 
of $100,000 worth ot property to his bondsman, 
and had $50,000 worth of securities with him at 
the County Jail.

NINE FIREMEN INJURED

CARRIED THROUGH THE FLOOR 
OF A BURNING BUILDING. 
TWO OF THE MEN FATALLY HURT—FIRE IN 

A PIANO FACTORY DOES $20,000 Dam- 

AGE. 
The four-story brick building occupied 
by John F. Huneras a piano manufactory, in the 
rear of lots Nos. 511 and 513 West Fourteenth- 
street, was gutted by fire early thig morning. 
The building was situated in a tenement-house 
district, and there was great excitement, many 
of them moving out theirjhousebold goods and 
effects. The loss is estimated at $20,000. The in- 
surance was $17,000. | 
At 2:45 o’clock, whem the fire was practically 
out, a number of firemen were on the second 
and third floors washing down the walls. The 
third floor was burdened with a num- 
ber of heavy pianos, and suddenly’ the 
charred beams supporting it gave way with 
asnapping sound. The men on that floor went 
through to the second, and with the broken 
timbers fell upon their comrades. Cries and 
groans rose up from the interior of the 
building, and the firemen who were in 
the street getting ready to leave made a 
rush into the courtyard in front of the factory. 
A single ambulance call was sent out and thena 
general one. Ambulances soon rattled 
through the streets and drew up in front 
of the piano factory, where 100 men were 
at work bringing out the firemen. 
It was believed that some were dead ‘and the ex- 
citement was intense. Man atter man was taken 
out alive till nine bruised and wounded fellows 
had been placed in the: ambulances and driven 
away tothe Roosevelt Hospital.

He character- 
ized it as an attempt to pick garbage 
out of: the political gutter—as an interference 
with certain petty patronage given by law to - 
the Republicans. Reviewing the communica- 
tions which have passed betwoen the Governor, 
the Secretary: of State, and the Civil Service 
Commission, he declared that the commission, 
to its credit, had no desire to mix up in the busi- 
ness, for they realized that the Governor’s pur- 
pose was to obtain, if possible, a selfish partisan 
advantage. The Gilbert amendments were 
adopted and ‘the bill was ordered to a third read- 


ing. 

Recveteny Carr is now issuing commissions to 
the 3,000 enumerators whom he bas appointed. 
As the case now stands he maintains that he can 
follow no other course. The Civil Service Com- 
mission has destgnated the School Commissioners 
as the examiners of the enumerators. It has 
informed the Legislature, however, that $7,000 
will be required with which to pav the expenses 
of the examination. The Legisiature has not ap- 
propriated the necessary money, nor will it,a 
decision to that effect having been reached in 


caucus. he law of 1855 requires the 
enumerators to be appointed by May 
The Secretary takes the ground 


that a faulure tocomply with this requirement 
constitutes a violation of the law, for which he 
can be held responsible. On the other band, the 
civil service law requires all State employes to 
undergo anexamination. Secretary Carr, recog- 
nizing that he is between the horns of a delemma 
proposes to make the appointments and take the 
consequences. Gov, Hill is the sort of man to 
construe as a violation the ignoring of the civil 
service jaw, which 13 now forced upon the. Seo- 
retary. He cannot, much as he would like to 
do it, visit punishment upon the Legis- 
lature for refusing to comply with his 
recommendations, but he can, if he 
chooses, suspend the Secretary. The latter has 
taken counsel and has. decided upon tne course 
he shall follow. He has notified the Civil Service 
Commission that if by tke latter part of the 
month it has any :ames of applicants who have 
ere] examination he will place them on his 
ist of enumerators. Otherwise his own selec- 
tions will receive tihe commission. 

The Low Forestity bill was ordered toa third 
reading by the nog say to-night. As amended it 
now provides for the appointment of a Forestry 
Commissioner, to be appointed by the Governor 
and Senate, to hold office for three years, 
and to receive ;a salary of $3,000. e is 
to have charge of all forest and waste 
lands of the State, with a special view to pre- 
venting fires and to encouraging tree gree 
the sum of $5,000 yearly to be allowed him for 


expenses in_ these directions, including the 
moneys paid to agents and assistants. The 


Supervisors are made, ex officio, fire wardens, 
and given the power to appoint guards at $2 a° 
day to aid in preventing fires. The Regents and 
the State Superintendent of Instruction are an- 
thorized to prowide a course of instruction ia 
forestry. 

By a vote of 42 to 35 the Assembly defeated Mr.

BY FITS OF CHOKING. 

THE SUFFERER REPORTED, COMFORTABLE IN 
THE MORNING—HIS THROAT VERY PAIN~ 
FULIN THE AFTERNOON, 

Dr. Shrady remained in the room with 

Gen. Grant all through Sunday night. Most of 

the time he was at the patient’s side. The Gen- 

erai choked and coughed every few minutes 
during the night. His throat was badly irritated 
ana secretions formed rapidly in it. The doctors 
believe they can control trouble of this nature. 

There was accordingly. no occasion to alarm the 

family, although the night was a very serious 

one. Inthe morning the General was officially 
reported as ‘‘comfortabie.” He bad caught his 

first sleep at midnight, awaking finally at 6:30 

A. M., with intermediate disturbance froma 

cloggy throat. The General’s manner of show- 




















‘ing restlessness is by walking about, or by 


changing from the chair to the bed and occasion- 
ally from one room to another. He had shifted 
himself a great deal during Sunday night. His first 
act on rousing yesterday morning was to hobble 
off into the next room. Then he came back and 
tried the bed, then the lounge, and then resumed 
his chair, which the nurse had prepared with 
fresh pillows. He did not complain of pain be- 
yond the usual soreness of the throat, but he 
was uneasy and far from what the doctors cail 
in a quiet condition. The servant brought him 
something to eat, which helped him to doze. 
The family found him rather bright a little after 
8 o’clock, when they rose. After that he sat very 
quiet and tried to sleep. The effort was a failure. 
His chairs were drawn up before the fire. He 
closed his eyes and nestled his head in the soft 
pillows, batto no purpose. Dr. Shrady had re- 
course to the hypodermic, which brought the 
usual relief. At 10 o’clock, as the General was 
sleeping, the doctor went away foran hour. He 
said he felt sure that during his absence the 
morphine would keep the General quiet, and 
that he was, therefore, taking no chances in 
going away. The morning. he thought, had 
somewhat lessened the flow of secretions and 


there was no immediate danger as the result of 
Sunday night’s irritation. 

When Dr. Shrady returned to the house at 
abont 11:30 o’clock, he said he would like to have 
it understood that neither of the doctors ever 
left the General unless there was reasonable cer- 
tainty that be could get along unattended. In 
his own case, he had not gone far, and could 
have been summoned in 10 minutes. Dr. Shrady 
repeated the assurances he had given the family 
inthe morning that the coughing spells were 
now under such control that less danger was te 
be apprehended from the spasms of coughing 
than from the genera! exhaustion that might 
be thus induced. That isthe feur of the doctors. 
They think they can relieve the throat, but can- 
not offset the shocks to the system that must at- 
tend severe coughing. In private they have 
often said of late that the probabilities point 
to death from exhaustion, possibly with 
the faculties clear, but quite as likely 
with coma intervening. The morning nap was 
undisturbed by choking. The General coughed) 
more or less in his sleep, but it did not rouse him. 
The tamily kept away from the floor that he 
might be perfectly quiet. Hesleptso long that 
his throat became sore. When he awoke, a little 
after noon, it was intensely. painful. He could 
not bear to sit still, and leaving his chair walked 
into the library, and so back and forth until Dr. 
Shrady relieved his distress with cocaine. Then 
the General sank into hischair. He was soon up 
again and out into the library. A dull pain in 
the head made him- restless. Thetbroat was also 
still sore, though not with sharp pain. Ina little 
while he became quiet, and for the rest of the 
afternoon was comparatively easy. 

Gen. Henry A. Barnum saw Col. Grant early 
inthe afternoon. The General at that time was 
suffering. “He went into the library as Col. 
Grant came down to meet me,” Gen. Barnum 
said. ** 1 staid below, as I didn’t want to see him 
suffering. Col. Grant said that althouzh his fa- 
ther was unedsy he was not in nearly such Pad 
shape as on Sunday, which was one of the worst 
days he bas had. He ssid the General was really 
not much better to-day; only less uneasy; that 
he was rarely without pain, and that while there 
might be ‘no immediate.dunger, all in the house 
realized that a sharp change for the worse might 
come at any time.’’ When the General grew 
quiet in the afternoon Mrs. Grant joined him, 
sitting ‘at the window 1n the library. He spent 
considerable time there, and was cheered by her 
compan:. . By evening Col. Grant thought that 
on the whole the General’s day had been fairly 
good. The house was very quiet while he slept, 
and the oenefits of a restful morning were ap- 
parent in an improved condition after the mid- 
day disturbance bad been allayed. 

Senator Chaffee, leaving the house at dusk, 
said, in review of the day, that it had left tho 
General easier and stronzer than on Sunday. 
** Indeed,” Mr. Chaffee said, ** I can’t see that he 
bas been. mueh worse ior the past two days than 
for the past ten days.”” Bx-Gov. Hoffman made 
substantially the same report after a call on the 
family. Dr. Newman thought that * brighter” 
would express the improvement withiu 24 hours. 
The family made an encouraging rcport toward 
evening to the Rev. Dr. Deems. They said that 
the omission of the usual afternoon consultation 
was due to the subsidence of Sunday’s alarming 
symptoms, and that Dr. Shrady would not have 
left Dr. Douglas alone at 3 o’clock uniess there 
had been actual abatement of Sunday’s trouble. 
The tamily were so much relieved by the Gen- 
eral’s conuition. that all except Col. Grant and 
Mrs. Grant spent several! hours outdoors. 

There were the usual uumber of callers yes- 
terday. Marshal MeMichael, of the District of 
Columbia, was one of the earliest. He bad been 
deputized by ‘President Cleyeland to convey 
expressions of sympathy and to ask after tha 
‘General's condition. Col. Grant received bim 
and, thanking him for the call on behalf of the 
tamily, luid before him the sufferer’s late ex- 
periences. Commander George R. Bevan, of 
James C. Rice Post, G. A. R.,. and Commanéer R. 
C. Stearns and Vice-Commander D. A. Quick, of 
Harry Lee Post, left engrossed resolutions. 
Commodore Garrison and wife, Mr. and Mrs. 
Hamilton Fish, Gen. Crouch, and John C. New 
were among the other callers. 

Yesterday's daylight bulletins were as follows: 

8:45 A. M.—Gen. Grant sieptin his chair from 
midnight until 6:30 A. M. He was disturbed oc- 
casionally by attacks of coughing, with expec- 
toration. He awoke expressing himself as 
feeling quite comfortabie. He has just taken 
his nourishment without pain, and is resting 
quietly. . Pulse 72, temperpture normal, 

2:30 P. M.—Gen. Grant has somewhat improved 
‘in his genera! condition since the Jast bulletin. 
A slight soreness of the throat during the morn- 
ing was. relieved by cocaine. The secretion 
of mucus has diminished, and the cough bas be- 
come less troublesome. ‘The patient walked 
without assistance to the adjoining room and sat 
in the sunlight. Pulse and temperature un- 
changed. 

The General’s evening visitors said ‘* good- 
night” earlicr than usual, and the house was 
closed at 10:15. The General had spent a quiet 
evening and the family fe!t assured that a com- 
tortable night wus in store for him. ‘The family 
felt much gratified at the visible improve- 
ment in the General’s condition. He seemed 
stronger than he had been for a week; his step 
was firmer and more confident. He seems ag 
well able to walk as he was weeks ago. In other 
respects he has greatiy changed in tbe ixast 
month. A relative who had not seen him for 
some weeks spent a short:time with him yester- 
day. He afterward said that the General seemed 

to have grown ten. years older in a,month. 

Ulysses 8. Grant, Ji., went to his hotel at 9 
o’clock. ‘He expected his father to- have a quiet 
night, and left him asleepin bis chair. Just be- 
fore the house was closed Joseph B. Jardine 
called with resolutions of respect and sympathy 
adopted by the Twenty-second Regiment. Be- 
fore retiring for the night Col. Grant said that 
his father’s condition showed marked improve- 
ment, and he looked for a short season, at least, 
of comparative comfort for him. 

A bulletin issued by Dr. Douglas at 10 o’clock 
. Was not sent from the house until 11:10. It was. 
as follows: ‘10 P. M.—Gen. Grant has been very, 
comfortable since the last bulletin. He seemed) 
stronger during the afternoon, and walked irom 
room to room witha firmer step. He, has just) 
awakened trom a sleep of two hours, has taken 
nourishment, and in reply to an inquiry said he 
waa notin pain. The accumulation of mucus 
has not disturbed him to-nignt. He has not. re~ 
quired any local application to throat.

‘A TRAP IN WALL-STRERT 


SEVERAL BROKERS LED INTO IT 
AND CAUGHT. 
SELLING MUTUAL UNION TELEGRAPH STOCK 
FOR A STRANGER AND FINDING THEM- 
SELVES UNABLE TO DELIVER IT. 


A remarkably skillful case of sharp 
practice was developed at the Stock Exchange 
yesterday, whereby the confiding firms who 
trusted an unknown man will siffer mich loss, 
uniess an investigation undertaken by the Com- 
mittee on Securities, and still unfnisbed, should 
reveal a conspiracy te defraud involving a num- 
ber of members of the Exchange. About W 
fays azgoa man with a sharp face and sallow 
complexion, apparently 35 years old, giving the 
name of Charles H. White, visited many of the 
brokers and inquired as to their rules on margin 
transactions. The margin which he named was 
from 2 to 5 per cent., and few of the brokers were 
Willing to do business on that basis. 

With those who were disposed to meet him he 
began a correspondence a few days later, dating 
his letters from No. 68 Wright-street, Newark, 
referring to the conversation and mentioning 
the stock of the old Mutual Telegraph Company 
as that which he wished to dispose of. On Fri- 
day last he mailed certified checks to the follow- 
ing firms: J. A. Kohn & Co., Poor, White & 
Greenough, Bernheim & Speyer,’ Charles M. 
Whitney & Co., E. E. Dewey, E. L. Oppenheim, 
T. F. Morris, W. E. D. Vyse, and one or two 
others. The checks were for sums ranging from 
$300 to $500, and each tirm was ordered 
to sell 100 shares of the stock of the 
Mutual Union Telegraph Company at 17, the 
price then quoted. Several of the firms, before 
dealing with him, had taken the precaution to 
ascertain his financial standing, and when the 
agencies had reported that he had for a time 
lived at No. 68 Wright-street, Newark, with 
$4,000 in bank, and was an employe of the United 
States Express Company, they were the more 
easily led into the trap alleged to have been laid. 
On Saturday the brokers, each of whom had re- 
ceived a telegram from White that be had mailed 
the certificate of stock, went into the board and 
offered the stock. It was all promptiy taken by 
J. F. Shepard, the specialist in Mutual Union 
and Ot:io and Mississippi. 

Under the ruie of the Exchange the stock was 
deliverable to-day, but none of the brokers re- 
ceived the promised letter with the certificate 
for 100 shares of Mutuai Union. It then began 
to dawn upon them that there was some irregu- 
larity in the business, and several of them re- 
called the notice sent out by the company a 
month ago, informing the Exchange that of 
the old stock there was outstanding only 2,267 
shares, the remainder having been converted 
into that of the New-York Mutual Telegraph 
Company. Of these 2,267 shares the company 
reported that 450 shares were in the hands of 
Trustees, and that not more than 800 shares 
were owned in New-York ana its vicinity. 
Most of those caught endeavored to borrow 
the stock, put could not, and at once, in 
their bids to get at the stock to protect 
themselves, the price began to advance, and at 
2 o’clock had risen to 31% bid, no stock coming 
out, and the brokers, in spite of themselves, in- 
treasing their own losses the more they tried to 
get out of their bargain. In other words, they 
pil found themselves short of a stock which 
could not be borrowed, and the price of which, 
if bought in under the rule, might rise toa figure 

overned only by the cupidity of those holding 
fe Under these circumstances the firms caught 

ida complaint before the Committee on Securi- 
ties, and at 2:14 President Simmons ordered that 
all dealing in the stock be suspended. This was 
Announced from the rostrum by Chairman 
Mitchell, and no buying in was enforced. 

Aninvestigation was at once ordered and the 

lliers of the stock and the buyer were sent for. 

r. Shepard at once informed the committee 
that his orders for the purchase of the stock all 
pame in from Zimmermann & Forshay, of No. 19 
Wali-street. D. F. S. Forshay, when asked about 
the transactions, informed reporters that his 
orders came from a reputable firm of brokers in 
the Street, who had put up proper margins, but 
fieclined to give any other information save that 
his principal was not the Newark man White 
who had given the order for the sale of the 
stock. Before the committee Mr. Forshay was 
reported by one of the nipped firms to have 
stated that his orders -came from a city 
bank. This led several of the brokers 
to impression that White’s checks 
given as margins would be returned 
unpaid, as the bank on which they are drawn, 
if it gave the orders on his account tor the pur- 
chase of the stock sold through the brokers, 
would protect itself by the funds deposited with 

t. The stock was offered before the close at 40, 
ut pending the investigation none of the losing 
brokers cou!d purchase it. The committee sat 
In council until nearly 7 o’clock and then re- 
orted that no decision had been arrived ut and 
at another meeting would take place at noon 
to-day, The Chairman, S. T. Russell, said that 
the contracts would probably have to stand un- 
less collusion was shown between the seller and 
& member of the board. The eviaence had not 
Bhown this, but it was impossible to say what 
further investigation would reveal. In all about 
1,500 shares of stock are now due the buyers. 

J. A. Kohn, whose firm is one of those en- 
trapped, after relating the methods employed 
to engage him in the business, said: “It is per- 
fectiy evident to me that White was in collusion 
with some member of the Stock Exchange. The 
thing could not have been worked if he had 
fot such a confederate. Who itis I don’t know, 
but our firm and the others caught will not 
let the matter drop until we have found out. 
This is necessary for the protection of the inter- 
est of every one connected with the Exchange.” 

An interesting feature of the rise was related 

y one of the brokers. Just before the issue of 

ident Simmons’s order susperding all deal- 
Ing in the stock, George H. Warren, Jr., of the 
firm of Lee & Warren, while stolling through the 
room, heard that the Mutua! Union was selling 
at3l. He suddenly remembered that he had had 
an order to sell 400 shares at that figure, and 
fishing out his order book, found it apparently 
in force. He rushed up to Mr. Shepard and 
Offered him the lot at 381. The offer was 
taken at once, and Mr. Warren stepped to 
the telephone and informed his partner of his 
good fortune. To his dismay, Mr. Lee responded: 
“Great Scott! That stock has been converted 
into the new stock long ago.” Mr. Warren lost 
no time in scurrying back and began to bid for 
400 Mutual Union, bidding as high as 35 just as 
the gavel fei! to enforces silence while the sus- 
Pending order was read. Mr. Shepard had 
giready replied, “‘sold at 35." but when the 
order was read wished to withdraw. Mr. War- 
ren, however, claimed the sale, declaring that he 
had no desire to participate in a waltz with the 
ey up to par, or wherever it might go, and 
at, asthe stock was covered, he preferred to 
get out with the loss of $1,600.

“STORE ORDERS” ARE NOT WAGES. 
_—so ‘ 
DECISION IN FAVOR OF THE MINERS BY 
PENNSYLVANIA COURT. 

Prrrston, Penn., March 13.—Much i.- 
terest has been aroused among the miners ih the 
anthracite coal region by the recent decision in 
a Pittsburg court to the effect that “store 
orders” do not constitute pay for work, and that 
“ wages” so paid can be recovered by miners and 
ironworkers under the provisions of an act 
passed by the Pennsylvania Legislature in 1881. 


The question involved in the Pittsburg case is . 


similar to that raised in the legal proceedings 
against the Bethlehem Iron Company seme 
months ago for the recovery of $30,000 
due the men, most of which was sup- 


to have been settled by store orders 
orcheap calicoes, musty groceries, and molasses. 
In the Bethlehem case Judge Albright held that 
the ouly way in which the company could dis- 
charge ita liabilities to its employes for wages 
earned was bya monthly settlement in cash or 
eash orders bearing interest. This decision 
with that of the Pittsburg Judge, have caused 
consternation among the keepers of ** pluck-me” 
stores that flourish in the mining hamlets of 
Pennsylvania. The workmen who have been 
fleeced by the system anticipate the dawning of 
a better era. Section 2 of the act of 1881 pro- 
vides that “all persons, firms, companies, cor- 
porations, or associations shall settle with their 
employes at ieast once in each month, and 
pay them the amounts due them for work or 
services in the lawful money of the United 
States, or by cash orders as deseribed in section 
8 of this act.” The cash order must be redeemed 
in lawful momey within 30 days, and shall bear 
the legal rate of interest. The penalty for 
issuing any other order for wages is a fine 
not exeeeding $100. There can be no evasion of 
this act. Its language is “lear and specific and 
it cannot be dodged by any subterfare. itisa 
wholesome measure and will do much to blot 
out the degradation and destitution which has 
pursued the business of mining in the Counties 
ot Luzerne, Schuylkili, Carbon, and Allegheny. 
It aeserves to be said, in justice to the large 
mining corporations, that they have never en- 
couraged the ‘“*pluck-me” store system. Nel- 
ther the Delaware, Lackawanna and Western, 
the Pennsylvania Coal Company, the Delaware 
and Hudson, the Philadelphia and Reading, nor 
the Lenigh Valley has encouraged the store- 
order plan of paying wages, but it has been and 
is practiced largely by the small companies, in- 
dividual operators, and petty despots of the en- 
tire region. In the pioneer days, when legiti- 
mate enterprise began to develop the indus- 
tries of the wilderness, the so-called company 
store was a necessity for the purpose of furnish- 
ing supplies to the workmen and thus saving 
time and trouble, since there were no other 
stores conveniently accessible; but what was at 
tirst a benefit to both sides became an abuse in 
the course of time, until it Was absolutely neceés- 
sary to check its evil tendency by legislative en- 
actment. The result of the Pittsburg and Beth- 
lehem trials has encouraged workmen else- 
where to make war on the pluck-me stores, and 
several lawsuits will be begun at once in the Lu- 
zerne courts for the recovery of wages. G. B. 
Markle & Co., of Jeddo, in this county, who are 
having a good dea: of trouble with their 
workmen, doubtless anticipated the application 
of the wages act of 1881 when they prepared 
the cast-iron contract which they required all 
their miners to sign. The signing of this Markle 
eontract, which has been widely commented 
upon, was as complete a surrender of manhood 
as was ever exacted under the rule of the Czar. 
The payment of wages in orders is not the worst 
feature of the * piuck-me”’ system. ** Wherever 
it 1s practiced,” said a miner to THe TIMES’s cor- 
respondent this morning, “they double the 
prices for their goods, and everything they sell is 
of the worst quality in the market. If any of 
the men complain,” he added, ** they are marked 
out for future vengeance and punished at the 
first opportunity by being the first to go 
when there is a scarcity of work, and 
the last to receive credit in times of 
panic. If men who work for the store- 
order autocrats got their pay in cash they could 
live at least athird or nearly one-half cheaper 
than they do, and have a dollar laid ed for a 
rainy day. Asitis, when trade is dull they are 
in a far worse condition than the negroes of the 
South were during the days of slavery, since 
no matter how dull business might be the ne- 
gro’s master had to provide for him.” The 
eradication of the store-order system wili be a 
great blessing to the miners and ironworkers of 
Pennsylvania. The men who have made mill- 
ions by this gigantic evil are going to fight hard 
for its continuance. They are employing the 
best legal talent in the State, and will resist the 
enforcement of the law with all the might of 

money and influence.

A LARGE ESTATE INVOLVED.

MRS. STAGER’S LEGAL FIGHT ENDS IN A 
NON-SUIT. 

WARREN, Penn., April 13.—A lawsuit in- 
volving a vast estate in this county and the re- 
covery of $500,000 was recently brought in the 
Warren courts by Mrs. Elizabeth Cobham Stager, 
as guardian for her son, Cobham Bolton Har- 
greaves Stager, aged 1 year, against John Galla- 
way, the Anchor Oil Company, and the National 
Transit Company. The property directly in- 
voived is the belt of rich oil territory discov- 
ered last Summer and known as the Glade tract. 
It was formerly a portion of the Cobham Park 
tract, which was left by George Ashworth 
Cobham, a wealthy Englishman, who died in 
1870, making his children life tenants of the 
property, but providing that none of it should 
be raold forany debts contracted by them. At 
the death of his children the entire estate was to 
go to the eldest son of the eldest son, and failing 
in such issue to the eldest son of the eldest child 
havirg ason. No children were born to any of 
the heirs, and debts having arisen against the es- 
tate the heirs signed a petition two years ago to 
the Orphan’s Court of this county asking for an 
order dividing the estate among them. ‘This was 
done. The Giade tract fell to Henry Cobham, who 
leased it to !ohn Gallaway and the o11 companies 
mentioned for oil purposes. Soon afterward a 
son was born to his sister. The Glade tract bas 
yielded about $500,000 worth of oil. Mrs, Stager 
brought suit on behalf of her infant son, who, 
under his grandfather's will, is the prospective 
heir to the entire estate, to bave the order of the 
court set asire and to recover the value of the 
oi] taken from the Glade tract. The trial ended 
in a non-suit yesterday before Judge Taylor, of 
Franklin.

The Diagonal, which has ali along 
been the disturbing element in the Central Iowa 
‘Lrafiic Association, has now agreed to stop cut- 
ting rates, and will hereafter receive a stipulated 
revenue from the other roads in the association.

WasHineton, April 13.—Western men, 
who are anxious, perhaps, that the office of Di- 
rector of the Mint should be: ccupied by a pro- 
nounced silyer man; and who have orgotten 
that Mr. Burchard, the present Director, voted 
for the Bland bill and has been accused of 
being a positive bimetallist, are getting up a 
breeze intended to blow him out. He was 
not long ago appointed for a term of five 
years, and if undisturbed will keep his place 
longer than Pr ~ident Cleveland will keep his. 
Zhe Star has to-night a paragraph which sets 
forth the situation as seen by the men who de- 
sire achange.

OBITUARY.

ADMIRAL SARTORIUS. 


Admiral Sir George Rose Sartorius, K. C. 
B., of the British Navy, died in London yester- 
day, at the advanced age of nearly 95 years, 
more than 80 of which were passed in the service 
of hiscountry. He was born Aug. 9, 1790, and 
was the son of the late Colonel of Engineers J. 
C. Sartorius. He entered the navy when a lad, 
was present at the battie of Trafalgar, and com- 
manded a gunboat at the siege of Cadiz. When 
the Emperor Napoleon surrendered he was in 


command of the Slaney, which was attached 
to the squadron under command of Capt, 
Sir Frederick Maitland. In 1830-31 he 
was engaged by the Terceira Regency, er gee | 
for the young Queen of Portugal, to fit out an 
command a squadron to act against the usurper 
Don Miguel. He fought two batties in this serv- 
ice, eventually driving the enemy’s ships into 
the harbcr or Lisbon, while the Tacus was 
blockaded and Ovorto kept free during his com- 
mand. When the Queen’s Government was 
finally re-established, Admiral Sartorius received 
the titles of Viscount de Pudade and Countof 
Senhafirma, with the Grand Cross of the Tower 
and Sword,in recognition of the services he 
had rendered. As Captain of the Malabar 
he received the thanks of President Tyler 
and Congress for his efforts tosave the United 
States frigate Missouri from destruction by fire 
in Gibraltar Bay in 1842. Sir George was the first 
to foresee, in 1855, the revolution about to take 
place in naval warfare by the revival of the 
ancient mode of strikng an enemy’s vessel with 
the prow, the introduction of which prineiple in 
the destructive “‘ram”’ was afterward adopted. 
He became Admiral of the White in the British 
Navy in 1862, Vice-Admiral of the United King- 
dom in 1869, and Admiral of the Fleet in the same 
year. 


SIR EDWARD SULLIVAN. 

The Right Hon. Sir Edward Sullivan, 
Lord Chancellor of Ireland, died yesterday in 
Dublin in the sixty-third year of hisage. He 
was bornin Mallow, County of Cork, was edu- 
cated at Trinity College, Dublin, and was called 
to the Irish Bar in 1848, He rose rapidly in his 
profession. In 1858 he obtained a silk eown, and 
two years later was appointed Third Sergeant at 
Law on the promotion of Mr. Fitzgibbon to 
one of the Masterships in the Irish Court 
of Chancery. During the celebrated Yelver- 
ton trial he distinguished himself as counsel 
for Mrs. Yelverton in his cross-examination of 
Major Yelverton. In 1861 he wasappointed Law 
Adviser to the Crown, in 1863 Solicitor-General 
for Ireland, and in December, 1868, Attorney- 
Genera), which position he held until January, 
1870, when he was appointed Master of the Rolls. 
He was created a Baronet of the United King- 
dom in 1881, and on tne retirement of the Right 
Hon. John Thomas Ball was appointed Lord 
Chancellor of Ireland. He represented his na- 
tive town of Mallow in Parliament from 1865 un- 
til 1870, when he was elevated to the judicial 
Bench. In politics he was a Whig. 


DR. EDWARD TALBOT ELY. 

Dr. Edward Talbot Ely died at Roches- 
ter Sunday morning. He was bornin that city 
Oct. 2, 1850, and was graduated from the Roch- 
ester University in 1871. He received the degree 
of M.D. from the College of Physicians and 
Surgeons, in this city, in 1874. Dr, Ely, after 
graduating, was for some time resident physi- 
cian in the Charity and Presbyterian Hospitals. 
He became associated with D. B. St. John Roosa 
in 1875, and became distinguished as an ophthail- 
mogist. In conjunction with Dr. Roosa he 
wrote a book called * Ophthalmic and Otic Mem- 
oranda,”’ which had a large sale. He also wrote 
a number of important medical essays. He mar- 
ried a Miss Weber, of this city, in 1882, and spent 
some timein Europe. His widow and an infant 
daughter survive him. 


THE HORSEWHIPPED EDITOR. 


HE GIVES HIS SIDE OF THE STORY AND 
THREATENS A LAW SUIT. 

Nyack, April 13.—The sensation caused 
in this community by the horsewhipping yester- 
day of John V. Onderdonk, Excise Commission- 
erand editor of the Independent Advertiser, by 
the wives of Police Consthbles Shakespeare and 
Harris was heightened considerably to-day by 
another proceeding, the author of which is at 
present unknown. The early dawn this morn- 
ing revealed a life-size figure of a man hanging 
from one of the arms of a telephone pole in 
the central portion of the village, bearing 
two large placards, one on each side. The 
one on the north side contained the words 
“John V. Onderdonk horsewhipped,” and the 
other, “John V. Onderdonk hanged.” Large 
numbers of persons gathered in the vicinity of 
the effigy, and various comments were made. 
About 7 o’clock Mr. Onderdonk came down him- 
self to look at it, and said as he passed under it: 
“The neck is too short.” In tne middie of the 
forenoon the figure was cut down, and e mock 
funeral procession was formed. The ‘ body” 
was dragged up Broadway about a quarter of a 
mile to the Baptist church—Mr. Onderdonk is a 
Baptist—and then taken to a lot in tke rear of 
the church and buried, a large number of boys 
and men witnessing the proceeding, 

Mr. Onderdonk, on being seen this morning, 
said that while the stories printed in the New- 
York papers to-day were in the main true, yet 
there were slight errors, and he wanted his side 
of the story to be heard. ‘*The women,” he 
said, ‘used canes and not whips. I did not get 
on my knees voluntarily,”’ he continued, * but 
was held down in that position by Shakespeare 
while his wife beat me. I have not been very 
well, and was not able to resist. I went 
up to the reservoir in the morning to see 
where fire had been set to my building 
the night before, and while there I saw 
Shakespeare approaching. | did not want to 
come ih contact with him,so I went inside my 
reservoir inclosure and slammed the gate after 
me, I think Mrs. Harris was the first one to 
strike me. Iam going to have all the parties 
arrested, and I will send oe to Sing 
Sing for bigamy. Iam going to be present at 
the meeting of the Village Board to-night and 
make acompiaint against Officers Shakespeare 
and Harris, and demand that they be discharged 
from ‘the cornoration service. I am going to 
follow this matter up.” 

The event is likely to make a bitter fight in 
court, as both sides have their friends. Mr. On- 
derdonk was not seriously injured by the bard 
whipping he received, but was considerably 
bruised.

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DECISIONS RENDERED AT 

YESTERDAY’S SITTING. 

A MARRIED WOMAN NOT LiABLE FOR DEBTS 
CONTRACTED BY HER HUSBAND AS 
TRUSTEE—A STEAMBOAT LIBEL CASE, 


WaAsrineron, April #.—A decision was 
rendered by the Supreme Court of the United States 
to-day in the case of Frances Dodge et al., appellants, 
vs. Thomas Knowles, which presents the question 
of the lability of a married women for certain debts 
contracted by her husband, nominally as her Trustee, 
The court holds that neither the Nability for provisions 
supplied at a dwelling house where a husband and 
wife and their children are living together nor a 
promissory note given by the husband, describing 
himself as Trustee for the wife, in payment for such 
supplies can be charged in equity upon the wife’s sep- 
arate estate, without clear proof that she contracted 
the debt in her own behalf or intended to bind her 
separate estate for its payment. The decree of the 
court below is reversed and the case remanded, with 
directions to dismiss the bill. Opinion by Justice 
Gray. 

A Gecision was also rendered inthe case of Norman 
H. Pollock. appellant, against the Bridgeport Steam- 
boat Company, claimant. Appeal from the Circuit 
Court for the Southern District of New-York. This 
was @ proceeding by libel against the steamboat Laura 


and her owners to recover certain fines and penalties 
imposed by statute upon the masters and owners of ves- 
sels carrying a larger number of passengers than 
they are allowed to carry by their certificates 
The appellant, who brought the 
in the District Court, would have been 
entitled to a share in the amount recovered 
from the steamboat company, but while the case was 
pending, the steamboat company set upin bar of fur- 
ther proceedings a warrant of the Secretary of the 
Treasury remitting all fines and penalties which might 
be found due the Unitea States and others from such 
company on account of it aileged offense. The ap- 
pellant raised the objection that the Secretary of the 
‘Treasury had no constitutional right to make this re- 
mission, and that the exercise of such discretion was 
an encroachment upon the parconing power, commalt- 
ted by the Constitution to the President alone. Upon 
the question thus raised the case comes here by 
appeal. This court sustains the contention of the 
steamboat company and affirms the constitutionality 
of the statute which gives the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury discretionary power in such cases. **‘ From the 
adoption of the Constitution to the present moment,” 
the court says. ** Congress has asserted its right by 
statute to invest the Secretary of the Treasury and 
other Officers of the executive branch of the Govern- 
ment with power to remit fines, penalties. and forfeit- 
ures imposed for the violation of Jaws of the United 
States, and in none of the cases inthis court or inthe 
Circuit and District Courts of the Untted States in- 
volving the operation or effect of such warrant of remis- 
sion nas it been suggested or intimzted that such lezis- 
lation is an encroachment upon the President’s power 
of pardon.’’ The decree of the court below is therefore 
affirmed. Opinion by Justice Harlan. 

A decision was also rendered in the tex case of the 
Gloucester Ferry Company, plaintiff in error, vs, 
the Commonwealth of Pennsylvania. In error to the 
supreme Court of that State. This was a suit begun 
originially in the Court of Common Pleas of Phila- 
delphia, for the purpose of recovering from the ferry 
company, a New-Jersey corporation. the amount of 
certain taxes levied upon its capital stock by virtue of 
an act of the Legislature of Pennsylvania, entitled 
“an act to ‘eee revenue by taxation,” vussed 
June 7% 1879. ‘he Court of Common Pleas 
held that the taxes coud not be lawfully 
levied, because the ferry company carried on no 
business in Pennsylvania, except the landing and re-

ceiving of passengers and freight, which is a part of the 
commerce of the country, and is protected by the Con- 
stitution from the imposition or burdens by State legis- 
lation. I. therefore gave judgment in favor of the 
company. The case was carried on a writ of error to 
the Supreme Court of the State, where the judgment 
was reversed, and itis now brought here for finul re- 
view, ‘This court, in an opinion by Justice Field, holds 
thac receiving and landing passengers and freightJds 
incident to their transportation. Without both, 
there could be .no_ guch thing as their 
transportation across the river Delaware, The 
transportation as to passengers is not completed untii 
they are disembarked at the pier of the city to which 
they are carried, and asto freight, until it is Janded 
upon such pier. All restraints by exactions in the 
form of taxes upon such transportation, or upon acts 
necessa;v rw its completion, are so many invasions of 
the ex.1: ive power of Congress to regulate that por- 
How conflict- 
ing legisialion of two States on the subject of ferries 
on waters dividing them is to be met and treated is 
nota question before this court for consideration. 
Pennsylvania has never attempted to exercise her 
power of establishing and regulating ferries across 
the Delaware River. Any one, so0 far as 
her laws are concerned, is free to establish 
such ferries as he may choose. She merely exercises 
the right to designate the places of landing as she does 
the places of landing for all vessels engaged in com- 
merce. The question, therefore, respecting the tax in 
the present case is not complicated by any action of 
that State concerning ferries. However great her 
power, no legislation on her part can impose a tax on 
that portion of inter-State commerce which 1s involved 
in the transportation of persons and freight, whatever 
be the instrumentality by which it is carriedon. It 
follows that upon the case stated the tax imposed upon 
the ferry company was illegal and void. I'he judg- 
ment of the Supreme Court of Pennsylvania is re- 
versed and the cause remanded for further proceed- 
ings in gonierestty wen this opinion.

CHICAGO, April 13.—The leading produce mar- 
kets were very active to-dayand much more har- 
moniousin theirmovements than usual, All opened 
very strong, and touched the highest prices of the ses- 
sion within a few minutes of the time that trading be- 
gan. They then turned downward, and ruled tame, 
though rather active, during the remainder of the ses- 


sion. British consols were quoted lower at the outset, 
but stiffened later, and the crowd was put ‘‘all at sea” 
by the revort that the strength was in sympathy with 
Russian “securities, which were being bought by Ger- 
mans on the theory that there will be no war. Hence, 
local operators did not know what to believe, 
but were disposed to sell on general principles at the 
higher prices which prevailed at the start. The 
strength was chiefly due to an irruption of the granger 
element on ’'Change. Country visitors were numerous 
and apparently they came not as mere sightseers, but 
astraders. Their orders, and those of others who re- 
mained at home, were to bity; and Grain went up 
with a whirl at the opaning on & sharp competi- 
tion between buyers. he local longs were almost 
uniformly sellers, being satisfied to accept the 
big profits offered by the men who were s0 
eager to take hold at the higher prices after 
having been afraid to touch the stuff at much lower 
figures. The private cables were generally very strong, 
but even they weakened in tone later inthe day, or 
rather wero less warlike. In the afternoon prices shot 
up rapidly without any apparent reason other than a 
desire to cover on the part of some who had sold short 
earlier in the day and were surprised to find that the 
markets stood up so well under the weight of all the 
stuff that had been offered.

There is a refreshing contrast between 
the opinion of Judge INGRAHAM and that 
of Chief-Justice SEDGWICK, of the Supe- 
rior Court, in the Edson contempt case. 
The latter:is devoted to a laborious but 
confused discussion of the _ technical- 
ities of the Code of Civil Pro- 
cedure. The merits of the case are 
carefully-avoided and an effort is made, 
which-does not-seem to be wholly success- 
ful, to show that Judge Braco had no} 
authority to issue the injunction order, 
because he was neither a Judge of the 
Superior Court, in which the action was 
brought, nor a County Judge. He was, 
in fact, sitting as a Judge in the Superior 
Court at the time, and the Court-of Com- 
mon Pleas, of which he is a member, is 
the-County Court of this county if it has 
one. But Judge INGRAHAM deals with the 
onlyimportant principle involved in the 
case, and deals with it very clearly 
and forcibly. He holds that the courts 
have.no jurisdiction to inquire into the 
motives of an executive officer or to con- 
trol him in the exercise of a power vested 
in his-discretion by the Constitution and 
the laws. Thisis the first time in these 
protracted proceedings, in which no less. 
than six. Judges have taken part, that the 
essential principle of the case has been 
clearly grasped. It is important that it 
should be established that Judges of our 
icourts cannot step in to control the ap- 
pointing power which is lodged inthe ex-: 
ecutive officer of the city, whatever alle- 
gations may be‘ made regarding his 
motives and purposes. These-may be bad, 
and he-should be held responsible for the 





abuse of his power, but judicial inter- 
ference-with his discretion can only lead.

Politically the men engaged in the pro- 
tected industries of mining coal and iron 
in Pennsylvania feel a remarkable solic- 
itude for the wages of their workmen. 
They think the whole country should 
cheerfully endure a tax for their main- 
tenance, Practically they are quite will- 
ing for their own profit to deprive those 
wages of a considerable part of their 
nominal value by paying them in store 
orders, which have to be taken out 
in cheap merchandise at high prices. 
This practice of paying in_ store 
orders has flourished many years in 
the mining regions of Pennsylvania and 
been subject tomany abuses. A law was 
passed in 1881 requiring the payment of 
all wages in lawful money or in orders re- 
deemable in money within thirty days, 
with interest, and the courts are begin- 
ning to decide that where payment has 
not been made in this way the wages 
may be recovered, notwithstanding the 
store orders that have been previously re- 
ceived. These decisions ought to have a 
wholesome effect in doing away with the 
mean practice of compelling workmen to 
submit to an indirect shave for the profit 
of the ‘*pluck-me” storekeepers. 








The financial statement of the bridge 
for the month of March tends to vjndicate 
the policy of cheap tolls, even if we con- 
sider the structure not as a public work, 
but as a commercial enterprise. The re-, 
ceipts frome the promenade during the 
month were $1,629 98; the total expenses, 
$3,808. The total receipts from the rail- 
road were $41,096 56; its total expenses, 
$30,493 29. The total receipts from the 
carriageway were $4,645 83; its total 
expenses, $2,867 49. The receipts for 
the first 28 days of March, as com- 
pared with the receipts for the 28 days 
of February, show a decrease in the 
business of the railroad of $12,000 and 
an increase of $157 75 in the promenade 
and of $431 57 from the carriageway. 
But it must be remembered that the ex- 
penses of the bridge are fixed, and depend 
only toa small degree upon the volume 
of business done, while the receipts will 
steadily increase as the public becomes 
accustomed to the cheaper fares. This is 
shown in the statement under notice. 
The receipts for the promenade, which 
were reduced Feb. 1, show an increase 
in March over February. A like in- 
crease may be looked for~ during en-: 
suing months in the receipts from the 
railway. How much greater a public 
convenience the bridge now is than it 
was before the reduction is shown by the 
items in the-statement, which shows that 
there were 256,794 foot passengers in 28 
days of March as against 221,839 in Feb- 
truary, and 1,230,278 railroad passengers,:. 
against 904,650 in February. 








\ONE FRUIT OF HIGH PROTECTION. 


It is generally held by the advocates of 
.the system of high protection that this 
country lost its share in the ocean carry- 
ing trade because of our civil war. Dur- 
ing that period of misfortune American 
ships were largely driven from the ocean 
by the Confederate cruisers, and England 
seized the trade we lost. The question 
how far this injury to the United States 
was aggravated by the fact that the hostile 
cruisers were for the most part bought or 
built in British portsis not pertinent now, 
and may be regarded as closed by the set- 
tlement reached at the Geneva arbitra- 
tion. The fact of interest to our people 
at the present moment is that under the 
international agreement which makes a 
neutral flag cover in security the goods, 
other than. contraband of war, of a bellig- 
erent, we would now have, should En- 
gland be involved in a considerable war, 
the opportunity to recover in great part 
our losses of a quarter of a century since, 
and that the opportunity is made worth- 
less to us by our absurdly high and indis- 
criminate tariff. 

Thirty years ago three-quarters of the 
total exports.and imports of the United 
States were carried in American: vessels, 


carried on under the American flag. Last 
‘year over four-fifths of the foreign vessels 


sels .the tonnage-of sailing ships was 
greater than that of steamers. ~ The: regu- 
lar and profitable foreign trade: of : this. 
-country is practically in the hands of for- 
eigners, and by far the greater partis in 
the hands of the British. The explana- 
tion of this tremendous change is not so 
simple as the protectionist theorists would 
have us-suppose. It cannot be accounted 
for by the-civil war solely, because, while 
we lost very much of our trade at that 
time, we have had twenty yearsin which to 
recover it, and instead of recovering it we 
have gone-on losing more and more of it. 
Nor can we be told that the reason we 
have not recovered our losses of that 
period is that, from various causes, wages 
have been so high in this:country that we 
could not compete with the cheap labor 
of England and other foreign countries. 
It has been proved over and again that 
-high wages do not necessarily make ex- 


}. of well-paid labor generally can and does 
“compete successfuily-with the product of 
-low-priced labor. In this very instance

almost to their ruin with France and 
Germany, and, in less degree, with Italy, 
in all of which countries labor is paid less 
than in England. 

The main obstacle to the recovery of 
the shipping trade that we have lost has 
been in the laws that have denied the 
American flag to vessels not built in Amer- 
ican shipyards. At the close of the rebell- 
ion American ship owners had been com- 
pelled to part with their ships, Many 
had been destroyed. Many more had 
been sold to neutral purchasers. Others 
had been transferred nominally to foreign 
owners. These losses the law forbade our 
shippers to make up. They could not 
buy and sail under the flag of their 
country any foreign-built ship. Our 
own shipyards could not replace the 
vessels parted with, They were 
handicapped in many ways. Taxation, 
Federal, State, and local, was heavy. 
Prices were inflated by a depreciated and 
then irredeemable paper currency. These 
impediments were gradually removed, 
but another and more important re- 
mained. The cost of materials and-ma- 
chinery was heavily increased by the high 
tariff. During the war the import duties 
on these materials and machinery were 
required to offset the heavy internal taxes, 
but when the internal taxes were re- 
pealed the import duties not only re- 
mained but were advanced. Wages 
were higher than in foreign coun- 
tries, but this disadvantage would 
have been overcome by the greater 
efficiency of American labor and the 
superiority of our machinery had there 
been a chance for our builders to get their 
materials at afair price. It was the war 
taxes in time of peace that prevented our 
shippers from replacing the vessels they, 
had had to give up. So complete was the 
paralysis of shipbuilding from this cause 
that even for repairs, except to the coast- 
ing fleet, our yards became practically 
useless, Lately an attempt has been made 
to undo this evil by admitting shipbuild- 
ing materials free of duty, but this is only 
a partial remedy. The heavy burden of 
general undue taxation is but slightly 
lightened. 

In this condition of things the fatal 
error of our legislators has been in trying 
to lift the shipbuilding interest by a lever 
for which there was no fulcrum. » They 
tried to give it the monopoly of American 
vessels for foreign ‘trade, but there were 
no such vessels asked for and none could. 
be used toa profit. They killed the ship- 
ping trade without helping the-shipyards. 
This has now gone on so long that while 
the only way out is to retrace our steps 
and. give: to Americans - the right: to 
buy ships where . they choose that 
measure would not immediately effect 
a remedy. The trammels in’ which 
all American industry has been sur- 
rounded by the high tariff duties are 
numerous, extended, and complex. To. 
overcome them, under the most favorable 
circumstances, would be a work of time. 
But the only possible recourse remaining 
tous is-to direct legislation toward the 
greatest possible freedom of industry, and 
to pursue it steadily and as rapidly as we 
can. It may be an inducement to our 
legislators to do this to reflect that had 
‘our people been allowed to buy their ships 
abroad, we should have had just as many 
shipyards—and more—and should also 
have a merchant fleet ready to seize the 
opportunity afforded by a possible foreign 
war, 








EIGHT FALLEN HOUSES. 


Yesterday morning . there : were. eight 
new brick tenement. houses standing on 
the south side of West Sixty-second-street, 
between Tenth and Eleventh avenues. 
Their walls had been recently completed 
and many workmen were engaged in the 
work of finishing the interiors. The houses 
-were five stories high, and each contained 
rooms for ten families. At4o’clock in 
the afternoon those houses had disap-: 
peared, and in their place was a great. 
heap of rubbish—bricks ‘and broken. 
beams, under which workmen were lying, 
dead.or in torture, while bereaved women. 
were weeping and wringing their hands. 
The ruin was complete. The walls had 
crumbled as if they had been made of 
clay. These miserable creations of a ras- 
cally builder had fallen as a house of 
cards falls at the touch of a child. » For. 
weeks they had been shaking and totter~ 
ing, and at last some slight shock—perhaps.. 
the tap of a workman’s hammer—had sent 
‘them down. 

These houses were-made unsafe by bold 
violations of the building laws. * Nature 
‘had provided for them a basis of solid 
rock, but the walls erected on that founda-. 
tion were worthless. The law says that 
all sand used in mortar for building shall 
be ‘* clean, sharp grit, free from loam.” 
‘The mortar used in these buildings was 
made of soft: earth,; probably taken 
from the cellars.. It was no better than 
mud.< It had no binding force, and, 
when ‘ the . walls‘ tumbled the bricks. 
separated from each other, and fellin all . 
directions like so many grains of sand., 
,And the builder knew that the walls were 
settling and bulging. They had become 
‘unsafe in. January, and in the: morning: 
‘before ‘the crash came men were engaged 
in propping up‘ the foundations. Ap-: 


-houses standing until he could sell them. + 
A twinge of conscience is said to have led’ 
him to send. fifty: workmen temporarily: 
out of danger, but there: were many. 
whom he allowed to remain. 

The eight houses exhibited the worst 
“features of speculative building in this 
city. Their constructor was a speculator 
who long ago became notorious for his 
sham work and evasions of the law. For 
years he has been putting up houses but 
little better than these, and several of 
his buildings recently finished wait 
for tenants within a stone’s throw of 
the ruins on Sixty-second-street. Why 
has he been allowed to endanger the lives 
of tenants and workmen? How. did his 
violations of law in this case escape the 
attention of the Bureau of Inspection of 
Buildings? Why did.the officers of that 
bureau allow these death traps to be 
erected? Did the builder have ‘“‘influ- 
ence” in the Fire Department ? 

These are questions for which answers 








second-street houses is not the only 
scoundrel who has violated the building 
laws with impunity. There have been 
erected in this city within a few years. 
many buildings that abound in defects 
which proper inspection would have ex- 
cluded. But the builders seem to have 
their own way and to belong toa class of 
offenders who cannot be punished. 


THE RUSSIAN ADVANCE, 


The cool insolence which characterizes 
every move of Russia on her onward 
march to Herat has a surprisingly slight 
effect upon the English Ministerial tem-. 
per. Had England been disposed to fight 
she would have found justifying cause of 
war in the visible advance and acts of 
aggression on the part of Russia long 
before the encounter with the Afghan 
defenders of Penjdeh, while the duplicity 
and contemptuous bearing of the St. 
Petersburg Foreign Office, which she has 
borne with adegree of patience approach- 
ing humility, might well have stirred a 
less phlegmatic power to a white heat of 
passion. At some cost to her national 
pride, England, by her moderation and 
slowness to wrath, has earned the right 
to say to the world, when the war breaks. 
out, that it has not been of her seeking. 

This temperate policy governs her now, 
after Russia’s assault upon Penjdeh and 
her reported occupation of that place 
have made all further talk of negotiation 
seem futile and foolish, The meaning of 
Mr. GLADSTONE’s statement in the House 
of Commons yesterday is that, while 
Gen. Komarorr’s explanation of the 
Penjdeh affair seems to be untruthful, 
and is flatly contradicted by the accounts 
of English officers who were eye witnesses 
of the engagement, still the Government. 
is so much more strongly inclined toward 
peace than toward war that it will try by 
an independent investigation to discover: 
some pretext for accepting Gen. Koma-; 
ROFF’s statement as true and that of its 
own officers as untrue. We may be very 
sure that Russia will press on toward 
Herat as rapidly as suits her own conven- 
ience, until she encounters: some more. 
formidable obstacle than the mere protests 
of such a Government. 

Every day lost by England now is of: 
material advantage to Russia. ; In CHARLES 
MaRvin’s latest book the trans-Caspian 
railway is shown to have been carried as 
far as Askabad, and Russian officers in 
Odessa boast that it is now. being pushed 
on to Sarakhs, upon the Tejend River, not 
more than 50 miles from its junction with 


‘the Heri-Rud. Russia has already about 


100,000 men within a few days’ march of 
the disputed Afghan territory, and with 
her railroad completed to Sarakhs, skirt-. 
ing the frontier of Persia, from which she 
obtained her camels and all needed sup-. 
plies in her advance toward Merv, she 
will in a short time be in:complete readi- 
ness to try conclusions with“ whatever: 
force England may send against‘her. 
England, meanwhile, seems to.be occu- 
pied only in seeking excuses for Russia’s 
aggressions and her own inaction. : Breech- 
loading rifles and munitions. of war for 
the use of the Afghans have-been sent to 
Herat’ by way of Candahar, and it is re- 
ported that Sir PETER LUMSDEN’s escort is’ 
to be increased to:6,000 men. Beyond this 
England has made no actual : preparation 
to resist Russia’s advance, for; the bustle 
and stir in her arsenals: and‘ shipyards 
and‘ the taking of ocean- steamers for 
cruisers must be counted thus far as bel-- 
ligerent manifestations intended rather’ 
for effect in St. Petersburg than as a part 
of her serious arming for the fray. What

_THE COLLISION AT } HANOVER- 


'' SQUARE. ° 

“ The collision ‘on ‘the elevated _ railroad 
yesterday may or may not have been. in 
some degree the fault of the engineer of 
the hindmost ‘train. ' The: officers of the 
road, with their usual haste to unload the 
responsibility of a disaster, shifted it to 
his’ shoulders. He was under the strong-- 
est possible inducements to avoid the colli- 
sion, since he was more exposed to danger 
in the event of a collision than any other 
person on either train. It was an acci- 
dent that he himself: escaped while his 
fireman was injured. As everybody who 
uses the South Ferry branch of the road 
knows, there is nothing incredible in his 
statement. The road approaches the sta-* 
tion at Hanover-square from the north by 
a curve which would be very: sharp for 
any other railroad, and on a down grade. 
It is perfectly conceivable that he should 
not have noticed that the train in front of 
him had stopped until he was signaled 
from its rear platform, and this without. 
any impeachment of his carefulness, 

On the other hand, theultimate cause 
of the disaster was the new: regulation 


‘adopted for running the trains. . For this 


regulation the managers, who-«are now 
busily blaming the engineer, are respon-

danger to the lives of passengers. This was 
the only reason, so far as regarded the 
public, why the City Hall trains and the 
South Ferry trains should have occupied 
the same tracks at Chatham-square, 

However, the new arrangement, danger- 
ous as it was, worked without accident 
until it was determined still further to 
complicate matters by rejoining the Sec- 
ond-avenue line to the main track and 
running the trains of that line through to 
South Ferry. This arrangement was tried 


have been expected. The switching at 
Chatham-square became extremely com- 
plicated, branch trains from the City 
Hall running on the main line above 
the junction and branch trains from the 
Second-avenue running on the main line 
below the junction. This new complica- 
tion not only made the junction itself a 
very dangerous place but threw upon the 
main line below Chatham-square an ad- 
dition to its traffic which was very 
dangerous. The trains from and to 
the Third-avenue over this line were 
quite as numerous during the 
hours as could be handled a 
and safely. It was here that 
inevitable collision occurred, abhough 
collisions at the junction were even m: 
urgently invited by the new arrangement 
than collisions over the below. 
Whether the engineer, whose own life 
was the pledge of his vigilance, was or 
was not slightly negligent is not much to 
the purpose. It was inevitable that some- 
body should be guilty of the very slight 
degree of carelessness necessary to bring 
about a collision under the new regula- 
tions providing for the running of three 
sets of trains over two sets of tracks. 

It is to be hoped that the managers of 
the roads may be warned by what has 
happened. The new system is dangerous. 
The danger could have been foreseen, and 
it has been practically shown. Prudence 
‘requires them to revert to the former 
method, and to prohibit the switching of

Gen. KoMAROF?’s “explanation” and Rus- 
sia’s attitude toward it aptlyillustrate the French 
atelist’s celebrated maxim, “Put the other 
party in the wrong, and then thrust straight.” 
Neither the General’s own exploit nor the ac- 
tion taken by his Government respecting it are 

,anything novel in Russia’s policy. When Ad- 
miral NACHIMOEFY destroyed the whole Turkish 
fleet at one blow off Sinope in 1853, Russia of 
course *‘regretted the unfortunate occurrence,” 
and made a show of blaming its author. Butthe 
offending Admiral was privately invested with 
the Order of the White Eagle, and the advantage 
that he had gained was utilized to the utmost. 
So, too, when Gen, TCHERNAIEEFF, in June, 1865, 
captured Tashkend (the present capital of Rus- 
sian Turkestan) by a sudden dash like that of 
_KomAROFY, similar protestations and. assur- 
;ances, of precisely equal value, were made by 
the Cabinet of St. Petersburg. But TcHER- 
‘NAIEFF, while ostensibly censured, was secretly 
‘rewarded, and Russia took good care to retain 
the captured city. 





THE LATEST ELECTRICITY STORY. 
Correspondence of the Milwaukee Wisconsin. 
NEAR FRANKFORT, Dakota, April 5.—An 

unusual and very interesting phenomenon oc- 
curred in this vicinity on Friday last, inthe form 
of an atmospheric electric current of consider- 
able power. As observed here, the current did 


not reach the ground, but varied in distance 
from four to six feet from it. It was first no- 
ticed by the peculiar effect it had on horses and 
cattle. A buzzingsound was heard from around 
the ears of the animals—similar to that made by 
the swarming of bees—distinctly audible at a 
distance of several feet.

Farmers were frightened, and hurried 
to the barn with all possible speed. One man 
thought his horse had the blind staggers. He 
accordingly bled the animal, and resolved ‘to 
keep dark about it’ until he could make a trade.

Baird, 
which at the end of January was at Callao. It ig 

robabie that at this time a majority of the fleet 
8 moving northward. It is also believed tnat 
there have n three additional war vessels 
added to the fleet during the past few months. 
The protection of the English possessions in 
British Columbia and the merchant fleet in our 
portion of the Pacific Ocean would of course 
occupy their immediate attention in the case of 
a declaration of war with Russia. There are 
now inthe harborof San Francisco 46 British 
ships, and 88 British vessels are on their way te 
this port from all over the world. The effect of 
the imminency of war on marine insurance 
risks has already been felt. The. effect of war 
on San Francisco ina business way would un- 
doubtedly be beneficial. The heavy surplus of 
wheat now in the State, with the present pros- 
pecixe large crop, would undoubtedly be rap< 
diy taken at advanced figures, With the con« 
stantly increasing war rates on British vessels, 
of course the larger amount of the carrying 
would be ‘done in American ships.

GREETED BY AN IRISH MOB 


4 NATIONALIST INSULT TO THE 

: PRINCE OF WALES. 

AIOTING AT MALLOW ON THE PRINCE'S AR- 
RIVAL—THE MOB QUICKLY DISPERSED 
—MR. O’BRIEN THE INSTIGATOR. 

Loxpon, April 13.—A_ sensation was 
‘ eaused in the House of Commons this evening, 
when it was learned that a serious riot had oc- 
curred in Mallow upon the arrival there of the 
Prince of Wales. The Parnellites, it is said, 
attempted to organizea hostile demonstration, 
and a collision between them and the admirers 
of the Prince took place. The police charged the 
crowd atthe point of the bayonet, and in the 
mélée many were seriously hurt. Messrs. O’Brien 
and Harrington, members of Parliament, were 
roughly handled and received some injuries. 
Mr. Campbell-Bannerman, Chief Secretary for 
Ireland, stated in reply to a question in the House 
thatthe Government had received information 
of a disturbance at Mallow, but as yet were not 
in a position to state the exact facts in relation 
to the affair. There was great excitement 
around the placesof public resortin the city 
when the news of the riot spread. 

The following dispatch from Mallow isa later 
account of the affair: “A large con- 
course of Nationalists, headed by Messrs. 
O’Brien, Harrington, and Deasy, members of 
Parliament, gathered at the railway station 
to-day to await the arrival of the Prince 
and Princess of Wales. Fearing trouble, 
the railway officials, with the aid of the 
constabulary, ejected the Nationalists from 


the station. The latter complain that undue 
force was used by the ejectors. Upon the ar- 
rival of the Prince and Princess they were 
warmly cheered and addresses of welcome 
were presented to them. The attempt of the 
Nationalists to raise a counter-demonstration 
resulted ina fizzle. When the Nationalists re- 
turned to Cork, where many of them live, a riot 
occurred, and houses displaying bunting were 
stoned.” 

Mauuow, April 13.—The principal organ- 
izer of the demonstration against the Prince of 
Wales was William O’Brien, M. P., editor of the 
United Ireland. In an interview this evening 
Mr. O’Brien said: ** My object is accomplished. 
I have shown the special reporters who accom- 
paby the Prince of Wales the true Irish view of 
his visit, and I have vindicated Ireland’s name. 
There was no serious trouble prior to the 
arrival of the Prince’s party, though the 
disputants had engaged ina good deal of kick- 
ing, cutfiing, and smashing of hats. When the 
Prince appeared Mr. O’Brien led the National- 
ists in their hostile demonstration, and in fact 
he and O'Connor seemed to be the leading spir- 
its in the whole affair. Mr. O’Brien’s injuries 
were of the slightest, but several persons in the 
crowd who were wounded by clubs and stones 
or crushed are believed to be very seriously in- 
jured. 


Dusty, April 13.—A scene of great ex- 
citement attended the departure of the Prince 
and Princess of Wales to-day for the South of 
Treland. On their route to the King’s Bridge 
Rai!way station their Royal Highnesses passed 
the Dublin City Hail. An immense crowd assem- 
bled about the building to witness the departure 
of the royal visitors. Lord Mayor O’Con- 
nor happened to drive past the City 
Hall a few minutes before the royal 
carriage appeared. The crowd . recognized 
him and hissed savagely. Mr. O’Connor flew 
into a violent passion. His display of ire only 
made his enemies more demonstrative in their 
derisive greetings. The Lord Mayor, unable to 
withstand the storm apy longer, stopped his car- 
riage and, ne the City Hall steps, called 
for cheers for Mr. Parnell. The response was 
not great, and did not indicate that Mr. O’Con- 
nor had any great number of sympathizers in 
the assemblage. He then addrossed the gather- 
iwg. and told them they would be sorry for hav- 
ing hissed him. Hesaid ne would telegraph to 
Mr. Parneli at Cork and at Maliow an account of 
what had occurred in Dublin, and they would 
see what the result would be. Soon after this 
the Prince and Princess of Wales were driven 
past the City Hall ontheir way tothe railway 
station.

WASHINGTON, April 13.—Sefior Romero, 
the Mexican Minister, said to-night that the 
Mexican Government has been informed that 
negotiations are pending for terms of peace 
with Salvador.

A NEW LINE OF STEAMERS. 
MonTrREAL, April 13.—A new line of 
é@teamers will run to and from Montreal this sea- 
ton which will be specially adapted for the cattle 
trade. The old lines have always insisteé on 


charging freight on the number of cattle 
shipped, no matter how many die or are lost on 
the voyage. The new line proposes to carry 
cattle on different terms. and will only charge 
freight on cattle actuaily delivered. The first 
vessel is expected to reach this port May 15, and 
trips will be made twice a month until enough 
vessels are bought or built torun oftener. The 
ships will sail between Montreal and Glasgow, 
calling at Liverpool on the way. This is the 
putcome of the conventions of cattlemen held in 
Toronto and Montreal.

duction. Nevertheless, to Mrs. Verplanck 
undoubtedly belongs the credit of having 
written a clean and effective drama, one 
that was received by the large audience 
last evening with many manifestations of de- 
light. There is scarcely need to say how 
this work was mounted; the record of the 
Madison-Square’ Theatre and that of its 
present manager were sufficient guaran- 
tees that nothing would be neglected 
which good taste, liberality, and sound judg- 
ment could suggest. The scenery was of the 
best description; two handsome, yet home- 
like, interiors and a moonlit garden scene, 
so deftly set that the small dimensions 
of the stage were not apparent, were each 
grected with enthusiastic applause when first re- 
vealed. The parts had been distributed among 
thoroughly competent players with excellent 


discrimination, and the result, as we have in- 
dicated, was a well balanced and enjoyable 
performance. Mr. H. M. Pitt made a distinct 
hit with a character in which nonchalance is a 
prominent trait. This is not altogether an 
agreeable part, for Captain Haughton is 
guilty of conduct not only unbecoming to 
an officer and gentleman, but sufficiently 
bad to bring him to the felon’s dock, and place 
him beneath the contempt of every decent man. 
But he is allowed to retrieve himself, and 
stands forth with’a rehabilitated character at 
the end of the play. Mr. Pitt did not 
exceed the modesty ot nature in the most trying 
scenes, and bore up bravely against the difficul- 
ties above described. His best work was done 
in the first act, however. where the character 
is seen decidediy to the best advantage. 
Miss Mathilde Madison, (Mrs. Dennison,) a dé- 
butante, has a scarcely less trying character 
than Mr. Pitt’s. Mrs. Haughton is a care- 
less mother, a thoughtiess wife, a woman 
of fashion, and a coquette. Without provoca- 
tion she cruelly wrongs an innocent girl who 
is deserving only of her love and protection. 
She, too, is chastened by somewhat bitter 
experience, and at length finds her heart, 
and learns that she has always loved her 
rogue of a husband. There is something almost 
brutal, though, in some of the actions of 
these two personages, and as there is little prep- 
aration in the minds of the audience for sucha 
sudden development of bad_ traits, the ef- 
fect is slightly unpleasant. In this lies the 
chief tault of the play — the only 
fault of any importance in fact — and 
this, after all, is not a defect likely to injure an 
interesting drama with the public. The new 
actress is a beautiful and accomplished woman. 
tendency toward posing. which will 
be modified with experience, and a natural 
lack of self-confidence were noted in her 
performance last evening, the latter detracting 
somewhat from the effectiveness of a strong 
scene in the second act. A scarcely perceptible 
foreikn accent in her speech was exactly 
suited to the character of Mrs. Haughton, 
who is French by birth. Miss Madison 
easily won the sympathy and admiration of the 
audience, and her work may be described as 
bearing the promise of excellent resultsin the 
future. Miss Jessie Millward,in the congenial 
character of an_ affectionate and _high- 
minded girl, acted with earnestness, sim- 
plicity, and _ force; Miss Annie Russell 
was delightfully natural in a capital ingénue 
role; Mr. Frederic Robinson was a _ British 
father; Mr. Herbert Keleey was manly and 
vigorous ina conventional part; Mr. Ramsey 
played vis-a-vis to Miss Russell with much 
humor, while Mr. Whiffen and Mr. Lemoyne 
were seen in twosketches of eccentric character. 
Yhe story of “Sealed Instructions,” though 
complex, is told in a direct and impressive 
manner. We do not intend to rehearse 
its incidents here, for playgoers will 

the pany for themselves. The noble 
but mplacable parent of the British 
stage is the pivot of the piece, if so illustrious a 
person may be called a pivot. In this case he is 
British Ambassador at Paris. He has cast off 
one son who married a factory girl; that 
son is dead, but another son is a scape- 
grace; his daughter-in-law’s coquetry near- 
ly brings disgrace upon his honored 
name.

STAR THEATRE. 
Last evening’s representation of ** Boo- 
caccio” at the Star Theatre was not remarkable 
from a lyric standpoint, but it was carried on 
with so much briskness and humor that its im- 
pression was decidedly exhilarating. Suppé’s 
opera has had more effective performances, 
however, on the English stage, and its render- 
jnge by French and English companies has 
been completely outstripped by its production 
by German artists both here and abroad. There 
is much pretty music in “ Boccaccio.’* Some 
of the numbers have uncommon brightness and 
swing, the sentimental airs are of a very poetic 


cast, and the concerted pieces in the second 
act—the best of the three, both in 
respect of tune and dramatic incident—are de- 
lightfully harmonious. Unfortunately, with the 
exception of Mile. Lefort, none of the perform- 
ers concerned in last night’s representation did 
justice to their measures, and Mme. Théo’s sing- 
ing was, if anything, a trifle more exasperating 
than usual. But Mme. Théo’s admirers do not 
trouble themselves about her voice or her exe- 
cution, and the sight of her comely counte- 
nance and graceful figure and the sparrowlike 
twitter of her tones are suflicient to enrapture 
them throughout the evening. Boccaccio is not 
to be accounted one of the lady’s happiest efforts, 
and at no stage of events is the actress accorded 
an opportunity for such capital work as she 
does, for example, in *“*Mme. Boniface;” her 
personal magnetism, on the other hand, never 
fai's of effect, and her flow of spirits is unceas- 
ing. As mentioned already, Mile. Lefort’'s sing- 
ing was the lyric feature of the performance, 
while MM. Duplan, Guy, Lary, and Gaillard 
kept the audience ina hilarious mood by their 
comedy. The ensemble numbers and finales all 
went well, and, as noted, the entertainment 
supplied considerable amusement toa sympa- 
thetic, 1f rather small, audience.

TEMPERANCE TEACHING IN SCHOOLS 

Among the acts passed by the Legisla- 
ture of Maine at its recent session was the fol- 
lowing, relating to scientific temperance instruc- 
tion in public schools: 

SECTION 1. Provision shall be made by the 
proper local school authorities for instructing 
all pupils in all schools supported by public 
money, or under State control, in physiology 
and hygiene, with special reference to the effects 
of alcoholic drinks, stimulants, and narcotics 
upon the human system. : 

Sxc. 2. No certificate shall be granted any per- 
son to teacliin the public schools of this State 
after the 4th day of July, 1885, who has not passed 
a ‘satisfactory examination in physiology and 
hygiene, with special reference to the effects of 
alcoholic drinks, stimulants, and narcotics upon 
the human system.

HIS RECENT BEREAVEMENT—HIS BOOK AND 


HIS INTEREST IN HIS NEW MISSION. 
From the Baltimore Sun, April 11. 

The following letter, addressed to an 
old friend in Baltimore, (Mr. John T. Ford,) by 
the new Minister to Constantinople, contains 
very much of interest. Permission to publish it 
has been granted by the writer: 


ZANESVILLE, Ohio, April 5, 1885. 

My DEAR FRIEND: Your letter was handed 
to me, with others of congratulation, just as [ 
was leaving Washington on the saddest journey 
of my life. I reached here in time to receive the 
conscious and precious blessing of my mother on 
her dying bed. ‘*God unloosed her weary star” 
£0 peacefully that it seemed like the unrippled 
calm of a lake reflecting a serene and cloudless 
heaven. Icould not have gone on my mission 
abroad with such a dear one in life at home. In. 
one sense, I may now go without “dragging at 
each remove a lengthening chain of filial fear.” 
This loss of my mother is the greatest aftiiction I 
ever knew. 

I can speak freely to you, my friend of friends, 
about it. It is years since we met in Col. 
Medairy’s old Statesman building at Columbus, 
when I was a young editor, and how much have 
we seen in the “three decades” since! That re- 
minds me of the volume I am writing and pub- 
lishing. It is baptized ‘“*The Three _ Decades 
of Federal Legislation; or, Union, Disunion, 
and Reunion.” What these terms imply you, 
my friend, have had reason to know in some 
personal ways, as to which you had my sym- 
pathy. I have endeavored in this volume to 
show the rise of the Republican Party in 1855 
and its downfall in 1885, It ends with the in- 
auguration of a President who will endeavor to 
avoid the excesses which gave our country s0 
much unrest, «0 much sanguinary experience, 
so much to make man distrust the capacity of 
human nature forself-government. Thank God, 
we have lived to see, in measureless content, the 
old party of our love in the ascendant. My 
work teaches the philosophy of the great con- 
flict, and strings upon principles which are en- 
during the facts in logical, if not 1n chronologic- 
al, relation, which illustrate the principles of 
the good old cause. 

But it is hard to write of these things when so 
great a calumity hangs over my spirit. My 
mother was more to me than words can tell. She 
is one of the bonds which binds me to Mary- 
jand. “How?” you ask. Thus: My grand- 
father (my mother’s father) was Judge Samuel 
Sullivan. He came to Ohioin 1804 from New- 
Castie, Del. His grandfather came over with 
Lord Baltimore. I have heard my grandfather 
say that he remembered-his grandmother count- 
ing her beads. These Quaker-Metbodists of 
Northern Delaware and early Ohio, when 
they emigrated to Ohio, were three genera- 
tions before devout Catholics. But the change 
of faith never swerved the ancestral integrity. 
My mother’s father, Judge Sullivan—whose 
name I bear—was selected as the trustworthy 
Senator for the office of State Treasurer in 1818, 
when the Treasury had been despoiled, and on 
his bond was every member of the Legislature. 
This is one of the incidents 1 love to recall. and 
as I lay my blessed mother away to-day I feel an 
honest pride in her honest ancestry, which com- 
pensates for many poignancies. 

But why recall all this to you, except that by 
sharing our thoughts and sorrows our old-time 
friendship may have new and brighter links for 
the future vicissitudes of life. ou and others 
wonder why I leavea prominent place in Con- 
gress for a mission to Turkey. Well, first, many 
things tended to make me feel that I lagged 
somewhat superfiuous on that stage. My facul- 
ties and qualities, just as they are, never were in 
better condition, and the equipment of a quarter 
of a century for the work of debate, of commit- 
tee and legislation, was as nearly rounded on 
every theme as a sturdy and a stern sense of 
duty could make them. But the advent of new 
men, asis natural, has pushed me to the rear; 
s0 that while abreast, if not ahead of my party 
on most themes, I was not able even to com- 
mand my old and favorite foreign committee-- 
ship, or any former Smithsonian Regentship, 
always accorded to me even by Republicans; 
besides, so much work in Congress and no re- 
sults—the roiling. rolling, rolling up of the stone 
which rolled down “* with a resulting bound’— 
the foolish modes and rules, which few 
in control cared little to  correct—all 
this, and more made me think it was high 
time to seek the land of sleep and rest on the 
banks of the Bosphorus. Besides, without the 
intervention of any one, save a kind word from 
a Missouri and a Tennessee member, this Ori- 
ental compliment came to me directly, grace- 
fully, and spontaneously from the President 
alone. The Senate gave me a confirmation quite 
complimentary, without referring it; and these 
facts, together with my pleasant reminiscences 
of the happy days spent in the olden capital of 
the Greek Empire, (upon two yisits to the 
Orient.) were predominating reasons why 1 pro- 
pose to have a respite in the land of the Otto- 


man. 
But will it be a respite ? Is not the old capital 
of Eastern empire still,as ever, the nucleus of 
intrigue, diplomacy, and contention? Are not 
the eagles gay over the hills of the Bos- 
phorous? Is not Afghanistan found via Con- 
stantinople? is not the Sultan the Caliph ? 
and is not the head of $0,000,000 of Moslems in 
Europe, Asia, and Africa concerned about the 
Jehad and its Arator, El Mahdi?. What scenes 
may not be witnessed—safely—under our flag 
from the heights above the * Golden Horn” 
within the next four years? Besides, I havea 
great fancy for the Orient and for the Sultan; 
he bears himself nobly. I once wrote of him 
in my “Orient Sunbeams,” which you may 
read at length, asa monarch for whom I bad an 
enthusiasm—‘a king every inch,” without any 
dramatic ostentation. You will understand that 
better than most menI express my admiration 
‘for his individuality and ability, his self-reliance, 
and his inborn dignity. This preconception and 
pre-expression ought to give. me grace in his 
sight, after Oriental methods, and enable me to 
be useful to our country and its commerce in 
case great emergencies eventuate out of the 
Oriental imbroglio. I suppose I must prepare 
for new scenes; I already bid them at distanoe 
hail. But go whereI may, I bear with me your 
kind good-will, and that makes absence tolerable,

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INDUSTRIES IN NORTH CAROLINA. 

RALEIGH, N. C., April 18.—Before the war 
there was a corporation in this State known as 
the Roanoke Navigation Company. This com- 
pany cut a canal 10 miles in length from Gaston, 
on the Raleigh and Gaston Railroad, to Weldon, 
and diverted a portion of the Roanoke River 
through the canal. Mills were built along 
the canal and at Weldon, and there 
were splendid prospects for the company, 
but the war came on and destroyed these, and 


after the war the corporation fell into disuse 
and was dissolved by the courts two years ago. 
The franchise and property were then sold at 
public auction, and were bought by several 
moneyed men, among whom are Senator J. Don- 
ald Cameron, or Pennsylvania, and Senator 
William Mahone, of Virginia. The Legis- 
lature at its recent session chartered 
the Roanoke Navigation and Water Power 
Company, and the company has been organized 
by electing Senators Cameron and Mahone, 8. P. 
and R.tP. Arrington, of Petersburg, Va., and 
Thomas W. Mason, of this State, Directors. 
Senator Cameron is President and S. P. Arring- 
ton is Secretary and Treasurer. There is a 
tremendous fall from Gaston to Weldon, 
and with slight expense a dam 6 _ feet 
high at Gaston will throw the. entire 
volume of the Roanoke River into the canal. 
Mills and factories can be erected every hundred 
yards along the bank of the canal. An expert 
will soon survey and locate suitable sites for 
mills and factories. Within the next 12: months 
the canal will be thoroughly repaired, and then 
inducements will be offered to secure the erec- 
tion of machinery from Gaston to Weldon.

THE HERRICK INQUEST. 

ALBION, N. Y., April 13.—The Coroner’s 
inquest in the matter of the sudden death of 
George Herrick on March 81 was resumed to- 
day. Prof. Lattimore’s analysis of the stomach 
was expected, but it will not be ready before 
Monday next. Dr. Cochrane testified as follows: 
“Had [I known nothing of this case before 
and had seen the body my opinion would 
have been that the person died from the 
administration of some corrosive poison. The 
inflammation was in the lower ee of the stom- 
ach, and it continued a slight distance into 
the intestine. The line between the in- 
flamed portion and the healthy art 
was very abrupt, which is singular. "he 
symptoms might have’ possibly occurred in the 
case of natural death, but they would be ex- 
traordinary in such event. The case was such as 
gave’ evidence of poison, and warranted the 
sending of the organs for analysia.”” Dr. Sutton’s 
testimony confirmed that of Dr. Cochrane's, as 
did that of the other physicians substantially,

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A STORMY MEETING HELD 


THE BONDHOLDERS OF THE WEST 
SHORE RAILROAD IN SESSION. 
VERY LIVELY DISCUSSIONS AND A COM- 
MITTEE APPOINTED TO LOOK AFTER 

THEIR INTERESTS, 

The meeting of the bondholders of the 
West Shore Railroad atthe Windsor Hotel last 
night was a lively affair, those present apparent- 
ly being about equally divided between the ad- 
vocates of the proposed reorganization and 
its opponents. Before the hour of assem- 
bling the corridors were thronged with ex- 
cited operators discussing the meeting, anda 
when 8 o'clock arrived they trooped into the 
spacious parlor on the ground floor, and before 
9 o’clock rolled around an overflow meeting 
could have been held from those in the halls un- 
able to get inside. Among those present were 
Charles R. Flint, H. Victor Newcomb, Henry 
N. Smith, J. B. Musgrave, J. P. Kelley, Henry 
Clews, the Wormser brothers, and about every 
operator of prominence in the Street. 

The ball was opened by Dexter A. Hawkins, 
who briefly stated the objects of the meeting. 
Mr. J. B. Musgrave nominated W. M. Lent for 
Chairman. Mr. Lent stated that the meeting 
was calied to consider the report of the com- 
mittee appointed six months ago. He thought 
it safe to say that every one pres- 
ent was surprised at the report, which 
was worthy of no consideration other than 
levity. It recommended turkey for the termi- 
nals and pretty much everything else except the 
first mortgage bondholders, which were to get 
crow pure and simple. Mr. Lent’s remarks were 
received with mingled shouts of approval and 
derision, and whén the row had subsided Mr. N. 
A. Cowdrey precipitated another ruction by the 
introduction of the following resolution: 

Resolved, That the Chairman beand is hereby au- 
thorized to appeint a committee of seven to intervene 
by themselves or by subcommittee inthe foreclosure 
suit, and to prosecute the same to a speedy determina- 
tion, to advise with one ‘Trastee in the prosecution 
ot the same, to devise a scheme for the purchase 
ot the mortgaged premises for the primary use 
and benefit of the first mortgage bondholders, to ap- 
point a reorganizing committee to ror ag our views into 
practical effect, to employ counsel to protect our 
interest, to push the foreclosure suit to a 
speedy issue, to protect us against the further 
issue of RKeceiver’s certificates which are or may 
be alien on the mortgaged premises prior to the lien 
of the first mortgage bonds, and generally to watch 
and guard our interestin all suits now pending or 
hereafter to be commenced, and to do anything which 
they or a majority of them think for our interest. 
‘esolved, Uhat the bondholders be and hereby are 
requested to sendto the Chairman of the committee 
now appointed their several Post Office addresses, with 
ed number of bonds owned or represented by each of 

em. 

A gentleman’asked what was the real purpose 
of the reorganization. For his part he wanted 
the best terms possible, and if the proposed re- 
organization gave better terms than anythin 
else, let that be accepted. Mr. William 
Ivins said that he could answer. He thought 
it within bounds to say that neither now 
nor heretofore had or would the foreclosure 
suit been prosecuted in good faith, and it never 
would be under the direction of Messrs. Hous- 
ton, Porter, and Winslow, who from the start 
had charre'‘of the West Shore and all its cognate 
enterprises. Under the proposed plan they 
were to divide up the  $135,000,000 pro- 
posed to be put upon the property. He 
referred to the withholding of all information 
at tho beginning of the enterprise asto the new 
ownership of the terminal bonds, which now 
hold adverse possession of the throat of which 
the West Shore is the trunk, and who will 
throttle the enterprise if possible. He dwelt 
at length upon the legal history of the 
appointment of Receivers, declaring that 
Winslow and the others had made no answer 
whatever to the damaging allegations of the 
complaint. “These men,” hesaid, ‘tare the archi- 
tects of this monumental wreck, and have 
now the supreme impudence to come. to 
us with a scheme to make our securities 
junior to theirs. They are simplyjworking to get 
up a dividend on their North River Construction 
stock, which was in effect the ultimate end and 
aim of the enterprise.” Some one asked 
whether there were any second mortgage bonds 
of the road, to which Mr. Musgrave replied that 
in the Receiver's report of the assets of the 
North River Construction Company there was 
included anitem of $10,000,000 of such bonds. 
This provoked an emphatic whistle from all 
parts of the room, 

Mr, H. W. Stewart, of the firm of Bordman & 
Bordman, counsel for the Trustee of the first 
mortgage bondholders, the United States Trust 
Company, began a long defense of the company 
against the delays charged in the _ fore- 
closure proceedings, when he was interrupted 
by Mr. Musgrave, who excitedly asked: ** Why 
have you refused, as your firm has done, to fur- 
nish any list of the bondholders save upon the 
stipulation that it should not be used against the 
proposed reorganization ?”’ Mr. Stewart replied 
that it was owing to a misunderstanding due 
to his absence. Judge Daniels had placed the 
list in his hands, and while he was away his part- 
ners had declined to show it. He declared that it 
was open to the inspection of any bondholder 
and that no delay had taken place in the fore- 
closure proceedings. 

“The Trustee,”’ he said, “hasno power, duty, or 
inclination to devise or prosecute any particular 
form of reorganization. It represents all as far as 
theZstate iaws wiil permit.and before proceeding 
hastily had to use all its efforts for the protection 
of the small holders,who only had a few bonds and 
a suit of clothes,as well as for that of the big men 
who would if such action was not taken stand 
quietly by and at the proper time buy up the 
road and shut out everybody else. The suit is 
exactly like any foreclosure upon a house, only 
the title is contused, essential facts are not clear,: 
and there are a host of contested claims.” 

Mr. Musgrave again asked: 

**Does not the opposition to the foreclosure 
come from the North River Construction Com- 
peny ? 

Mr. Stewart replied: ‘* We believe the Receiver 
of that company is bitterly opposed to the fore- 
closure.” He added that the answer of this 
ag oor A to the supplemental complaint would 
be filed in five days, they having had an adjourn- 
ment of 40 days already, and this would show 
its exact attitude. 

At this point Mr. Ivins attempted to aska 
question, but his voice was drowned with min-- 
gied hisses and shouts. He excitedly declared 
that he would not be howled down by Winslow, 
Porter, Houston, and others, and that it was not 
the first time they had packed a meeting inimi- 
cal to them with geese. This led to a prolonged 
uproar, which the Chairman finally quieted with. 
vigorous rapping of his silver-headed cane. 

hen quiet had been restored Russell Sago 
got the floor and asked Mr, Stewart if it was not 
true that interest on the terminal bonds had 
been paid out of Receiver’s certificates. Mr. Stew- 
artsaid: ** Theinterest on that proportion which 
the West Shore agreed to pay asa consideration 
for the terminus at Weehawken has been paid 
in certificates. Theamount used was less than 
ee the total issue at present being $3,100,- 

Ke r. Sage replied that a continuance of the, 
management of the past few montbs would 
cause a drop in the bonds to a mere 
nothing. The plea that the terminals were a 
necessity to the West Shore was moonshine. It 
had three other independent means ot access to 
the city, ard he predicted that the terminals 
would in the near future not be worth 10 
cents. Mr. Stewart began his exp!anation 
again, and on being interrupted by Mr. Sage 
a tumultuous row occurred. The two factions 
shouted for Sage and Stewart and howled them- 
selves hoarse in their attempts to get their 
man to speak. Mr. Stewart was finally al- 
lowed to proceed. He said the question was as to 
whether the road, which during the time taken 
to make the principal due had been run ata loss, 
should be gobbled up by its competitors. He 
said that the committee whose report had been 
presented found evidence of such 
gross mismanagement, involving the integrity 
and good name of those directing the 
enterprise, that had been found neces- 
sary to get wut the &truth. For that 
purpose they had employed an expert account- 
ant, and the information obtained had been put; 
into sucha clear shape that anybody could un- 
derstand it. This committee desired as speedy a 
reorganization as possible, and was sure that a 
further nine months’ management like that 
of the past nine months would bring: 
the property to rack. and ruin, and 
that it} would be bought up by tts rivais. 
He said no one would suspect a scheme favored 
by such men as A. S. Hewitt and his associates 
of being worthy of serious treatment. Where- 
upon he was asked by Mr. Ivins if he could de- 
clare on his honor that Mr. Hewitt had favored. 
the reorganization as the best thing obtainable. 
He replied that he could not, and a prolonged | 
howl went up from all parts of the room. 

His partner, Mr. Bordman, arose and excitedly 
shouted that it was ridiculous to_carp at the old 
committee as had been done. He represented 
Judge Hilton, who holds the largest num- 
ber of bonds, and was certain that 
any one .who knew the English language 
and understood himself would after five 
minutes’ examination of the scheme be heartily 
in favor of it. He was rapped down by the 
Chairman, who declared it an insult to those 
who had put their money in the enterprise and 
lost it to be informed that they did not 
know what they were talking about. 
motion upon the report was then called 
for, and simultaneously a call to ad- 
journ was made. Isidore Wormser declared 
that those who were not bondholders could ad- 

ourn, but those who were intended to remain, 

ir. Lumsen. of Philadelphia. then took the 
floor, and after a vain attempt to find out 
whether the scheme proposed to allow the 
terminals to come in ahead of the first mortgage 
bonds, the question was putand declared carried. 

The Chairman announced the following as the 
committee under the original resolution: John 
A. Stewart, W. W. Osborn, Charles R. Flint, 
Russell Sage, Henry Clews, T. B.:Musgrave, and 
§. 8. Sands, which was received with applause. 
The meeting then adjourned and the brokers 
left ond discussed the situation in the corridors 
outside.

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SCIENTIST’S INVENTION FOR EXTRACTING 
ALUMINIUM FROM CLAY. 

CLEVELAND, Ohio, April 13.—Important 
facts bearing on the extraction of aluminium 
from kaolin (clay) on a commercial basis have 
been developed in this city within the past few 
weeks. Aluminium has long been known as the 
metallic basis of clay, but in its nature it is so 
ethereal that heretofore its elimination has been 
attended witn great difficulty and much ex- 
pense. Within the past few years, however,. 
French and English inventors have obtained re- 
sults more or less important, so that the present 
importing price of aluminium in this country, 
duty free, is $14 25a pound. In England a man 
named Webster has established very large works” 


‘for the manufacture of articies from the 
new metal, but the cost of production has as yet 
limited its use merely to tableware and small 
utensils for household use. The problem now is 
to devise a method of extraction which shall 
reduce the cost to from $2 to $3 per pound, at 
which figure 1t can be used for a great variety of 
manufactures, such as gun barrels, propeller 
_ blades, wire, and possibly bridge and railroad 
work. Asaluminium is four times lighter than 
silver and three times lighter than iron, is non- 
oxidizable, ot great tenacity and strength, 
ductile, and of superior eiectric conduc- 
tivity, and is, moreover, very widely dif- 
fused throughout the country—appearing 
in all ordinary clay banks, but more particu- 
larly in the immense deposts of kaolin in 
Connecticut, New-York, Virginia, and Georgia 

and in a veritable mountain of sulphate ot 
alumina in New-Mexico—the importance of the 
resent search for a cheap method of production 
Ss apparent. Aluminium will: bear several tons 
more strain than gun metal, and much more 
than Bessemer steel. It also possesses sonorous - 
qualities superior to those of any other metal, 

and oe beautifully with almost any known 

metal. hen the secret of its cheap production 

is generally “known a revolution in the metal 

world will be the certain result. 

A Philadelphia chemist named Frieshmuth 

about a year ago announced the discovery of a 

very cheap method, but it has remained for 

Cleveland parties to bring the much-desired end 

nearer practical accomplishment than ever be- 

fore. Mr. F. J. Seymour, a well-known practical 

metallureist, Jate of Bridgeport, Conn., has, as 

the result of years of study, succeeded in pro- 

ducing aluminium ata low figure of cost, and 

by the aid of a novel furnace, just designed, as- 

serts that he can extract the metalon a coms 

mercial basis and in large quantities. Not to 

go into all the technical details, which 

fre extremely interesting to metallurgists, 

it is sufficient to say that Mr. Seymour has dis- 

covered that the close affinity existing between 

zinc and aluminium can be utilized in vaporiz- 

ing, “capturing,” and depositing the Jatter, the 

separation being effected by the application of 

heat through a furnace, or rather a_ series of 

furnaces, of peculiar construction. The charge 

for each furnace is: Zinc ore, 100 parts; kaolin, 

50 parts; carbon, either anthracite coal or its 

equivalent in hydrocarbon‘gas, 125 parts; pearl- 

ash or its equivalent, 15 parts; chloride of. sodi- 

um, 10 parts, all intimately mixed. The retorts 

are of steel, and 36 inches long by 12 wide, 

sides seven-eighths inch thick. The amount 

heat necessary to produce the de-/ 
sired result is about 2, Fahrenheit, 

Properly handled, one furnace should 

make twocharges in 24to30 hours. Four men 

can operate 50 retorts. The number of retorts 

can be increased to several hundred in a single 

system. Capitalists have already manifested an 

interest in this new »rocess, and the prospects 

are that operations on an extensive scale will 

soon follow. Independent investigations in the 

same line in this city have resulted in the recent 

incorporatiou of acompany with ample capital 

for the extraction of aluminium by means of 

electricity. Thus far the secret of the process 

has been strictly guarded, and nothing can, 
therefore be given as to its details. -

@X-MAYOR EDSON NO LONGER IN 
PERIL OF IMPRISONMENT. 


{HE SUPERIOR COURT DECIDES THAT JUDGE 


BEACH HAD NO POWER TO RESTRAIN 


HIS ACTIONS. 
The prospect of becoming the inmate of 
a cell in Ludiow-Street Jail has been banished 


from the mental vision of ex-Mayor Franklin 
Rason by the General Term of the Superior 


Court. That body has reversed the order made 
by Judge Freedman adjudging him guilty of con- 
tempt of court, and sentencing him to be im- 
prisoned for 15 days, and to payafine of $250. 
Judge Freedman based his order on the theory 
that Judge Beach, although a Judge of the 


Court of Common Pleas, was endowed 


with all the power of a County Judge, 
and as such had jurisdiction to make the 
injunction order that Mayor Edson and the 
Board of Aidermen disregarded. That order 
directed the Mayor to refrain from nominating, 
and the Aldermen from confirming, a Commis- 


sioner of Public Works and a Counsel to the 


Corporation. The General Term, composed of 
Chief-Judge Sedgwick and Judges Ingraham 
and O’Gorman, in aso-called per curiam opinion, 
of which Chief-Judge Sedgwick is the author, 
hofd that Judge Beach is not a County Judge, 
and therefore had not jurisdiction in the matter. 
Their conclusion, therefore, is that “as the mak- 


ing of the order (Judge Beach's] was not author- 
ized by law the appellant [ex-Mayor Edson] was 
not bound to obey it and and was not in con- 
tempt for disregarding it.” ‘ 

Judge Ingraham so wrote an opinion, in 
which he discussed the merits of the controversy, 
and arrived at the conelusion that in nominating 
a Commissioner of Public Works or Corporation 
Counsel the Mayor performs an executive duty. 
in the performance of which he is vested witha 
discretion of which he cannot be deprived by the 
process of acourt. He says: * By the Constitu- 
tion of 1846 it was provided that ‘all city, town, 
and village officers whose election or appoint- 
ment is not provided for by this Constitution 
shall be elected by the electors of such cities, 
towns, and villages, or of some division thereof, 
or appointed by such authorities thereof as the 
Legislature shall designate for that purpose. 
That provision applied to the Counsel to the 
Corporation, and to the officer whose successor 
is known as the Commissioner of Public Works. 
Proceeding from these premises Judge In- 
grabam says: “If the Legislature had_pro- 
vided that the Commissioner of Public Works 
and Counse! to the Corporation should be elected 
by the people. it could not be said that the peo- 
pie in voting for such an officer acted on behaif 
ot the corporation of the city of New-York. If, 
in the absence of the constitutional provision, 
the Legislature had created the office of Commis- 
sioner of Public Works, and either appointed an 
individual to fill that office or authorized the 
Governor to appoint the officer. it could not 
said that the Legislature or Governor, in mak- 
jing the appointment, acted on behalf of 
ghe municipal corporation; and yet the 

ct of appointment would be the same. 

t appears, therefore, that the Mayor 
of New-York in appointing the Commis- 
sioner of Public Works and the Counsel to the 
Corporation acted, not on behalf of the munici- 
pal corporation, but under the authority con- 
ferred on him by the act of the Legislature des- 
ignating him as the officer to carry into effect 
the provisions of the Constitution.” Acting, 
then, in an executive capacity, being gifted with 
the right to exercise his discretion, and not being 
limited by a duty to the municipal corporation, 
such as that of a Trustee, Mayor Edson, so Judge 
Ingraham believes, was not amenable to the 
process of a court of equity. “In _ each 
of the last two cases, [People vs. Dwyer 
and People vs. Sturtevant,]” he says, * facts 
were alleged tending to show that the defend. 
ants were, on bebalf the municipal corporation, 
about to do an act that would be illegal—in The 
People against Sturtevant to authorize a 
‘nuisance, and in The People against Dwyer to 
commit a breach of trust—but in the case at 
bar no question was presented as to the charac- 
ter of the act soucht to be enjoined. No right 
of property was involved, no damage to the 
plaintiff was alleged to bring the action within 
any of the heads of equity jurisdiction. The 
fact was alleged that an officer on whom the Con- 
stitution and the law had conferred power to do 
an act resting entirely within his discretion had 
acted, or was about to act, from improper mo- 
tives. 

“The presentation of this fact gave the court 
no jurisdiction to act. The power to be exer- 
cised by the respondent [Edson] was, a8 we have 
seen, one of the executive powers of the State, 
vested by the Constitution ana Jaw in him. That 
power is entirely distinct from the judicial 
power vested in the courts. To hold that the 
judicial body couid inquire inte the motives of 
the executive in the exercise of the power con- 
ferred on him and contro! him in the exercise of 
such power would be totransfer the power from 
the executive, in whom it is vested, to the 
judicial body. On the presentation to the court 
of ar affidavit that the Governor of the 
State was about to make an appointment 
from corrupt or other illegal motives, 
would it be claimed for a moment that 
the court would have power to enjoin him from 
making such an appointment? et the act is 
not essentially different in that case from the 
act of the Mayor of the city of New-York in the 
case at bar. Such acts are executive acts, vested 
by the organic law of the State in the officer ap- 
pointed to perform them, and both are beyond 
the jurisdiction and control of the judicial 
power. * * * ITamof the opinion, therefore, 
that the court, having no jurisdiction of the sub- 
ject matter of the action, had no powerto grant 
the injunction. The order was void, and the 
respondent was not in cuntempt.”

Mr. Clews desired to be excused from jury duty 
on the ground that his business could not go on 
without his presence.

4 SERIOUS COLLISION ON THE ELEVATED 
RAILROAD, 

A down-town train of the Second-avenue 

line of the elevated railroad, following the one 

in advance too closely, ran into it yesterday 


morning on the track in Pearl-street between 
Pine and Wali streets. Neither train left the 
track, and the only person injured was the fire- 
man on the following train. On Sunday the 
Second-avenue trains began running through to 


the South Ferry terminus as well as the Third- 


avenue trains. It was to a certain extent an ex- 
periment. Although there were many delays 
during the busy hours on Sunday, theré were no 
accidents, and the trains were therefore run on 
the new schedule yesterday. 

At 9 o'clock a Second-avenue train in charge 


of Engineer Evans was coming down the track 


in Pearl-street, and when between Pine and 
Wallstreets,as the engineer sighted the Hanover- 
square station, he received the signal to stop 
from the flag station there, as a train was just 
on the point of leaving the station. Evans 
stopped promptly. Another train of the Sev- 


ond-avenue line followed his train closely, The 


trains were running on one-minute head- 
this train was probably ahead 

schedule time. On the engine, 

which was going cab end foremost, were En- 
gineer John V. Tecester, of No. 449 East Eighty- 
sixth-street, and Charles McCarthy, fireman, of 
No. 202 East Ninety-ninth-street. Aithough on 
a straight stretch of track Messler does not ap- 
pear to have noticed that the train ahead of his 
had come to a halt until it was too late to pre- 
vent a collision, When he did appreciate the 
danger he made an attempt to bring his train to 
a standstill, but only succeeded-in reducing its 
momentum. The engine struck the last car of 
thejtrain ahead, with sufficient force to drive 
‘the cad of the engine about two feet 
forward, telescoping -it with the engine, 
to destroy the platform of the last car of the 
train ahead and to partly wreck that of the first 
car behind. The engineer escaped unhurt, but 
Fireman McCarthy was caught by the right leg 
between the coal bunker and the boiler and the 
limb was badiy crushed. There were very few 
passengers on either train, and although they 
Were severely shaken up none of them were in- 


/jured. They were naturally excited, but there 


Was no panic. Engineer Evans’s traint went to 
the Hanover-square station, and the passengers 
disembarked, and the train then proceeded to 


‘the South Ferry. 


Meanwhile fire and ambulance signals had been 
sent out. Whenthe firemen arrived they found 
that McCarthy’s leg was wedged in so firmly be- 
tween the wreck of the cab and the boiler that 
he could not move, The crew of Hook and Lad- 
der Company No.1 raised a ladder against the 
track and went to the assistance of the injured 
man. He bore up bravely under the terrible 
pain he was suffering. He was fully conscious, 
and was able at times to direct the efforts of his 
rescuers. It was found necessary to cut away 
and remove a brace which imprisoned the 
injured leg. ‘“‘Hurry up and get that brace 
away, and then you can get me out,” McCarthy 
said to the firemen. The ambulance surgeon 
stood by the injured man, giving him stimulants 
at intervals. A great crowd collected in the 
street below, attracted by the moans and cries 
of McCarthy and the work of the firemen, After 
half an hour's agony, which he bore with won- 
derful courage, McCarthy was released and was 
taken to the Chambers-Strect Hospital. The doc- 
tors there said that it would probably be neces- 
sary to amputate the crushed limb, that he was’ 
injured internally, and was in a critical condi- 
‘tion. The wrecked locomotive and the train to: 
which it was attached were pushed to the South 
Ferry terminus and switched off on a side track 
for repairs. 

The engineer, Messler, was arrested and taken 
to the Tombs Police Court, where he was dis- 
charged, as no formal complaint was preferred 
against him. Hesaid that it was impossible for 
him to have avoided the collision. There was 
somewhat of a curve, he said, coming from the 
Fulton-street station. He was coming around 
the curve slowly and was within 60 feet of the 
preceding train before he noticed that it was 
stopped. Then a brakeman appeared on the rear 
of the train ahead and gave the signal to 
stop. His train was then within 20 feet 
of the train ahead. He whistled “down 
brakes” and made every effort to bring his 
train toa halt quickly, but could not avert the 
collision. Messler said that there was a down 
grade at the spot where the collision occurred, 
and this increased the difficulty of the situation. 
At the office of the company, however, Co). 
Hain, the General Manager, said that the col- 
lision was entirely due to Messler’s carelessness. 
There was no excuse for him, as the track be- 
fore him was straight and he should have kept 
asharp lookout. The damaged cars and engine 
can be repaired for $1,200.

MRS. ISABEL HERBST’S SUIT AGAINST HER 
BROTHER-IN-LAW. 

The papers in an action brought by Mrs. 

Isabel Herbst against Robert Herbst to recover 

$20,000 damages for the malicious alienation of 


her husband's affections were yesterday handed 
,in to the Kings County Supreme Court. Mr. 

Herbst is a member of the firm of Herbst Broth- 
ers, shipping merchants at No. 40 Stone-street, 
this city,and the plaintiff is his sister-in-law.

He advised his 
brother to keep away from Miss Aitken, and, 
_according to Mrs. Herbst. did everything in his 
power to make his brother carry out the ad- 
vice, but without avail; Frederick kept coming 
to see her. The latter, Mrs. Herbst says, was 
afflicted with epileptic fits, which had weakened 


his intellect, and he was much afraid of his 


brother. His visits continued regularly, and 
finally, on March 15, 1884, the couple were mar- 
ried by the Rev. Dr. Pullman at the Fleet-Street 
Methodist Episcopal Church, in Brooklyn. 

They intended to keep the marriage absolute- 
ly secret, and accordingly, immediately after 
the ceremony was performed, Frederick went 
back to New-York and his wife to her mother’s 
house. The husband's visits to his wife con- 
tinued regularly after this time, always objected 4 

_to by his’ brother, until the beginning of May, 
when Robert announced his intention of send- 
ing his brother abroad, ostensibly—so says Mrs. 
Herbst—to visit his sick father in mtn wong £2 but 
really to separate him from the woman he loved, 
‘The time for Frederick’s sailing was fixed for 
June 4, and two or three days before that 
time he visitea his wife, and while with 
her he determined to disobey his broth- 
er and abandon his European trip. Sum- 
moning up courage, he telegraphed his 
intention to his brother in New-York, and that 
gentleman immediately came to No. 76 Fleet- 
street, where Frederick and his wife were. There 
a dramatic scene occurred, Robert learning for 
the first time of the marriage, and he with great 

romptitude insisted that his brother should 
eave the house with him. Frederick had been 
@ passive witness to a}l that occurred, and meek- 
ly went away with his stronger brother.

TIRED OF THE WORLD. 


THE SUICIDE BY SHOOTING OF EDGAR §&, V. 
W. HALSEY. 

Edgar 8S. V. W. Halsey, 21 years old, a 
clerk in the Sun Mutual Insurance Company, 
committed suicide early yesterday morning by 
shooting himself in the left side at his home, No. 
23 West One Hundred and Nineteenth-street. 
His brother, George A. Halsey, Jr., who was 
‘sleeping in the front parlor, was awakened by 
‘groans coming from young Halsey’s room, in 
the rear of the house, and he hurried to the 
door, which was locked. ‘* What’s the matter, 
Edgar?” he asked. “I’m suffering, George; 
.kick inthe door,” was the faint reply. George 


promptly kicked out the lower part of the door, 
and crawling through reached his brother, who 
was seated in a chuir, in his shirt, with an over- 
“coat around him and a Bible in his iap. “I've 
shot myself through the heart, George,” said the 
dying youth; ‘“‘come and kiss me good-bye.” 
Medical attendance was at once summoned, but 
death ensued in a few hours. 
The young man gave no explanation of his 
.act, except that he wanted to die and was tired 
of the world. He lett a note addressed to his 
mother asking her forgiveness for what he was 
about to do and saying that he bad contemplated 
suicide forsometime. In a letter to his sister, 
he left ber his bank account of about — and 
the personal property in his tastefully furnished 
room. The cause of the suicide is unknown. 
,About two years ago, however, young Halsey 
was sunstruck, and it issupposed that he was not 
in bis right mind. His father, George A. Halsey, 
isa lawyer, at No. 59 William-street, and was a 
‘partner of the late Edgar S. Van Winkle, after 
whom young Halsey was named. In his will, 
Mr. Van Winkle lett his namesake $5,000. The 
latter was President of the Waverly Social Club 
in Harlem and was a member of the Young 
Men's Christian Association.

CONTRACTING TO KILL, 


a nd 
ITALIAN ASSASSIN WHO LOST HIS 
COURAGE, 

Antonio Batlirio, of No. 54 Thompson- 
street, was charged in the Jefferson Market 
Police Court yesterday by his son-in-law, W. F. 
Saloni, residing in the same house, with con- 
spiracy to murder him. The facts of the case 
are curious. About three months ago Batlirio, 
the prisoner, wanted his wife to go to Europe 
for her health, but’ she refused to do so unless 
her daughter, Mrs. Saloni, could go with 
her. Although the old folks offered young 
Saloni $2,000 to let his wife go with them he re- 
tused, so the entire party remained at home. 
About two monthsago the mother, Mrs. Batlirio, 
died, and her husband claimed it was because 
she had been compelied to 9 at home. He 
* brooded over this until about 20 days ago, when 
he went to Dominico Spado, of No. 45 Thomp- 
son-street, and offered him $200 to kill Saloni. 
Spado wanted $1,000, but the two finally compro- 
mised on $300, Batlirio contracting to furnish 
the instruments with which to commit the crime. 

A _— anda dirk were bought and given to 
Spado, who started out on his errand. When 
brought into court he said that he had never 
wanted to undertake the deed, and when he 
found himself alone he lost courage, and taking 
the weapons intoa shop pawned them. He then 
went to the son-in-iaw and revealed the whole 
plot. Theold man Batlirio was then arrested. 
Judge Smith discharged the prisoners upon a 
promise to reform.

RESCUED FROM THE OCEAN. 


The steamship Santo Domingo, which 
arrived at Quarantine Sunday evening with the 
crew of the steamer Hunter on board, came up 
to her dock yesterday morning. Capt. McIndoe, 
of the Hunter, states that after his vessel sprang 


a leak on Mareh 18 the coal bunkers became sub- 
merged, and the crew were obliged to use the 
cabin woodwork for fue). The men attempted 
to bail out the hold, and worked for some time 
with the water up to their waists. At daybreak 
on March 19, when the Hunter was sinking rap- 
idly, a heavy sea wasrunning. By throwing oil 
overboard the sea around the vessel was rendered 
comparatively calm, and the men succeeded in 
launchine their boats in safety. The crew 
of the Hunter saw her go down stern first 
after she had been abandoned. The men re- 
mained in their open boats 29 hours. In the 
meantime, the weather was rough and they had 
2 a difficulty in_ preventing the boats from 

eing swamped. They were almost worn out 
from exposure when the bark Hants County 
came up and rescued them. They were after- 
ward transferred to the brig Rapid Transit, 
which conveyed them to within a short distance 
of Turk’s Isiand, where they were transferred to 
a pilot boat which landed them. 

Mr. N. K. Sawyer, the United States Consul at 
Turk’s Island, took the best of care of the ship- 
wrecked men while they were in port, and ar- 
ranged for their passage at the expense of the 
Government on the steamship Santo Domingo.
